THE RE PrB L IC OP ST. DOMINGO. 
The Dominican republic, the eastern portion of the 
island of Haytl, comprises nearly ihree-ilfths of the 
Island. Its name is derived from the ancient Span­ 
ish appellaüon of the island-S an Domingo. 
Its 
area is estimated at 17,600 square mues. Its popula­ 
tion IS about 150,000, of whom one-tenth claim to be 
whites; the rest are of African descent, or of mixed 
African and European. The Dominican republic 
was the first American State which made the abso­ 
lute equality of all races before the law a funda­ 
m ental portion of 
Its coastliutlonal exlstenoe— 
a 
noteworthy 
fact 
The 
boundary 
between 
It and the Haytlen republic 
Is 
an 
Irregular 
line drawn from tne mouth of the river Massacre, 
on the north coast of the island, to the river Antes- 
a-Pltre, or Padernales, on the south coast. The Inte­ 
rior of the republic consists of m ountain ranges, 
rising to an elevatión of 8,ooo to 8.000 feet, and cov­ 
ered wtUi magnificent tropical forests. From tiie 
base of these monnialns large plains, watered by nn- 
merons streams, stretch toward the coast. Uf these 
plains tne Vega Real (Royal plain) and those of tho 
Jayna. the Azua and the Neyoe, are the moet 
densely populated. Among the rivera most of

rents, 
the

The harbor of St. Domingo city Is one of the beet; 
next to It tho Bay of Samana offers an exoeUeut 
roadstead. Uf the lesser islands on the coast belong­ 
ing to the republic Beata and Saona are the moat 
consldm bie. The climate, though tropical, la lees 
110 v h jK w ie than eisewhare m th e Wsm Indies. 
The s e a ü exceedingly fertile, but the industry of 
the inhabitants is not equal to the immense resources 
01 the country. 
Gold, silver and iron aoound in 
the mouuiains, but no mines are worked. Cattle 
raising in the level country and ebony cutting in the 
uiouaiainous regions are the principal occupatluus 
of the people, agriculture being mainly confined to 
the raising of the maiuoc root, which is used as a 
substitute for grain. 
TWENTV-TlIRSB YEARS AGO. 
Lieutenant Porter, wrltm g from Port au lYlnce In 
the year 1848. gives the loilowing account of his 
travelH through the country and his intercourse 
with the people:— 
in many or theprovlpces through which I have 
passed the country may be said to be almost lu the 
same slate as It wo-s when Columbus first discovered 
the Island, and In these places the population cannot 
be said to be much superior in intellect to tho un­ 
polished Indians who were the first possessors of the 
soil, although they have many of tne same traits of 
character by which those unhappy people were dis­ 
tinguished aud that are so much to be adm ued. 
'I'he remembrance of some places through wnich I 
have travelled appears to me like a beautiful dream, 
aud no one who has not seen can form Uie slightest 
idea of what nature can oe, arrayed In all her beauty 
ot hills and 
dales, rocks 
and 
waterfalls aud 
m ouniains plied up oue upon another m such lieau- 
tllul and lantasiic shapes that the m lndta completely 
bewildered by the majesty of scenery it could never 
báve ifréamed pf. 
w ith all this lYovldence has 
bestowed every biéaslng (fijtoept harmony and peace) 
that a uatlou could hope for. The wishes and desires 
of the lazy and inert Hpanlard drp gratified m every- 
thiug without the trouble of working, for the tree 
supplies him with every article ol food, clothlug and 
Ijeaaing,

housekeeping, and this is

of the 
uufortunate

SPANISH TYRASNX. 
Í have travelled over most of the ground where 
these poor wretches were forcea to toil and carry 
loads upon Uieir heads, through roads which the 
imagination cannot form an Idea of, and 11 is wou- 
deriui. with vbe rlcnes of the soil stanng them in 
tho lace. that the apaniard could have been Iqd away 
by such Illusory orojecw, but as tie Hidalgo Of 
aucient times was so is the Bpaulard of the present 
day.

island had become indcpcudeiit of Kraiue, the 
tyranuy of Dessaliues drove the Domlulcaus back 
Into the arm s ot .spam, wiilcn thus regained pos- 
ssbslou of Its former colour m I8O8. 
INPBKENPKNCB ANU KIKHT PRESIPRNT. 
The next your the Dominicans declared ilielr tnde- 
pendencc.aholished Slavery and remained In an imsat- 
i.ed state until 1822, when ihe whole Islaud was united 
iiuder a republican form of goVernuiem, ahd Moyer, 
me I’rosident of Uayti, was choaeu President for 
me. 
But m i$ H 
DMiroqa o( u a ju hktriM tuo- 


ceeded In elevating General Riviere to the Presi­ 
dency, the Dominicans, encouraged by the friendly 
assurances of the Freno» Consul General Moges. 
again formed a separate government (February 27) 
under the auspices of the “liberator” Pedro Saatana. 
who defeated HI viere near Santiago (April 9), thus 
securing the Independence of bis country. 
Recog­ 
nized by France, a treaty of friendship and com­ 
merce with which Power was concluded October 32. 
1848, and by Great Britain (treaty of amltv. com­ 
merce and navigation oonclnded In May. 1850), the 
Dominican republic upheld her Independence siio- 
cessf'iiiy against repeated efforts of Soulouque, the 
ruler of HayU. 
SANTANA AND JIMBNFH. 
The Presidential term of Santana having ended m 
181U Jimenes was elected his successor. Tbongb of 
Caucasian blood the latter secretly conspired with 
Soulouque. who Invaded the territory of the repnblio 
at the head of 20,000 men and defeated the Domini­ 
cans in some skirmishes near Azua and Las Matas. 
In this extrem ity Santana was recalled by the peo­ 
ple. He dispersed the Haytien army April 22. near 
savana Numero, so completely th at the war for the 
time beUiR was a t an end. Jimenes sought a refuge 
w ith Soulouque. who mqde him one of his dukes, 
while Santana resigned nls Dictatorship In favor ol 
the newly elected constitutional Prevldont, 
BUENAYENTITRA BAEZ AND SANTANA’S BE-RLBdTON. 
In 1850 Soulouque once m ore invaded the country 
unsnrceBsfuIIy. Baez having, during the latter part 
of niB admlnlstrtUon, favored the policy of the cleri­ 
cal party, was rejected by the people In 1863 and 
Santana re-elected President, He compelled the 
Archbishop to swear alleglancs to the constitution, 
and endeavored to free hlmaelf from French in- 
fluenoe. Hta aympathlee with the United States In­ 
duced him to enter Into neRotlatioiis with a secret 
dlDlomatlc agent of Preslaeni Pierce. General Caz- 
neau, the newly appointed Minister to St. Domingo, 
and 
to negotUte with 
him a treaty (October 
6, 
1854), 
the 
secret 
stipulations 
of 
which 
provided, 
it 
Is 
believed, 
for 
tho 
cession 
to tho United States of the 
Bay of 
Samana. 
But this treaty was never ratified. It Is probable 
that the failure of Santana to obtain this recog­ 
nition fac ilitated the efforts of the French and Britlsn 
agents to render him unpopular and once more ele­ 
vate Baez, now the recognized leader of tho clerical 
party, to the Presidency (February, 1857). Rut the 
trium ph of Baez was short lived. Dissatisfaction 
With bis rule spread sp rapidly that Santana was 
enabled to head a revolutionary movement (Septem­ 
ber. 1867), which eventually led to the expulsion of 
Baez (1868) and the restoration of the liberal rule. 
In oonsequence of tne downfall of Soulouque in 
HayU (January, 1869), Santana offered his hearty 
congratulations to President Geffrard. and it was 
generally expected that a close alliance would again 
be established between the two republics. This did 
not, however, result in the consolidation of the two 
republlcz, for they have ever remained distinct gov- 
emmenta. 


BANTANA’8 TREASON 
m 1858. was neither 
republic soon 
_ ito power, and endeavored to im nsfer 
to the dom inion of the m other country. Two 
ra ata were emnloyed in the concoction end 
ig oTthis treaeon. when Spain invaded the 
■ a formidable force, but found the Do­ 
minicana unltad to oppose the Invadeiz. The war, 
whlcb began In I88I, continued with varying enc- 
oese, cheraoterlzed by several severe engagem ants 
•Aff the aUnoat total desolaUon of the repnblio. tor 
two years, when U was ended by the defeat and 
w ithdrawal of the Spanish troops. The expulsion 
of the Spaniards was followed by many dissen­ 
sions among the Dominicans, and the present gov­ 
ernm ent has been founded In much tribulation and 
dissatisfaction. Santana, after his treason, went to 
Spain and died there In disgrace. 
The war with 
.Spain left General José Antonio .Salcedo President 
of the republic; but he, appearing too anxious to 
m ake a treaty with Spain, the Dominicans got sns- 
piclons ol him. and on Uctober 10, 1864 a midnight 
caucus of mlnUters and a few citizens of Santiago 
deposed him and appointed the Vice President, 
Ulysses F. Espalllet, to succeed him. The people so 
far reeognlzed this action as to demand by a popu­ 
lar m anuestaiion Uie resignation of Salcedo; but re- 
pudlaled Eapalllet for General Gaspar Polanco, who 
was made President, and who Immediately assumed 
that dignity. It was not long, however, before Pol­ 
anco was repudiated.

Further 
than this, we have seral-offlclal evidence that the 
annexation of the entire republic of St. Domingo 
was a mooted question between tne commisgiuaera 
sent by our government and the Dominican govern­ 
m ent; for In a letter to the London Timen by M r.f 
Kxlward H. Hartmount. the Consul fieneral of St. 
Domingo, in Great Britain, written for the purpose 
of correcting some blunders of an American corres­ 
pondent of that Journal, he remarks that he has 
“good reason to believe” that the negotiations which

“had the annexation 
of 
the 
whole 
republic 
to the United States, and not only the purchase of 
Samana, In view.” Tiiis Intelligence was of sutfi- 
clent importance to Induce the London Tinutn to 
comment upon it on the day alter Its appearance In 
a leading article, in which it remarked that in the 
•vent of the cession of the entire Dominican repub­ 
lic to the United States “It require.s no gift of pro­ 
phecy to discern that tne old French portion of die 
island, now known a.s Hayti, would soon fall to the 
same lot, so that the successive reports about the 
Bay of .Samana, the repuhiic of St. Doinlngo and 
the 
island of Ilavtl 
may all be regarded as 
more or less true:” and It viewed the prospect 
of such an annexation as “favorable to all con­ 
cerned, and full of 
promise to the world at 
large;” aun it concluded by stating that In the 
acquisition ‘ the Ainerlcaus stand to lose but titcte 
and to gain a great deal. If half what is told of tho 
resources of the island be true It ought soon to 
become a new emporium of trade, and in such ere 
attoDB no people can be more deeply Interested than 
we ourselves.” The British journalist ls, no doubt, 
wise in his generation. Ue sees plainly that if Ame­ 
ricans once get a foothold on what he jiistlf terms 
one of the fairest portions of the earth, and which 11 
would be a m atter or unqualified satlsfactiou to have 
redeemed from desolation and waste, they will soon 
step firmly In the march of clvllizatiou, until Ameri­ 
can energy aud American Industry shall effect tho 
redemption BO much desired and place this phvsl- 
cally favored Island once more in the list of produc­ 
ing lands, and make It once more a promiuent cou- 
trlbutor to the commerce of the world. 
FIRST NEGOTIATIONS FOB THE CESSION OF SAMANA. 
Samana, However, Is no new love of the American 
government, for not less than fifteen years ago, when 
Franklin Fierce was President and Wm. L. Marcy 
was secretary of State, an energetic effort was made 
to obtain ite bay and peninsula. In June, 1854, al­ 
most directly after he had returned from surveying 
the Western section of the proposed Northern Pa­ 
cific Railroad, In Washington Territory. General 
(then Captain) George B. McClellan was entrusted by 
our government wltn a mission that demanded much 
discretion aud a considerable kuowicdgc uf naval 
and military requirements.

KNGI.I.SH AND FRENCH OFINION8 OK SAMANA. 
It IS somewhat remarkable that shortly before 
General McClellan selected Samana as a suitable 
naval station .Nir R. Hchomburgk. who was then 
British Consul at St. Domingo, had forwarded to his 
government a cornmualcatiou descriptive of the 
same spot, and pomiing out Us importance as a 
place for the erection of an arsenal and naval depot. 
In this paper, which was coramunicated by the 
British Foreign Gillce to tho Royal Geograpical So­ 
ciety of Loudon, and was published 111 iw Journal 
for 1S53, Sir K. .Schomburgk coucludes with these 
remarks:—

cruising in the neighborhood of those Islands and 
passing into the Gulf of Mexico. He sailed In the 
United States frigate Columbia, first to St. Domingo 
and then to other Isinnds in the vicinity, and return­ 
ed home in September with a vast am ount of Infor­ 
mation of conslderaule importance, and with a 
larife num ber of maiis and sketches of the places 
visited. The result of Captain McClellan’s Inquines 
was the selection for the proposed station and har­ 
bor of the bay and peninsula of Samana, the ad­ 
vantages of which were set. forth in two reports— 
one on the harbor and 
its

and the

Islan d -b u t 
neither

the public, 
doubtless owing to 
the secret nature of me 
expedition. Negotiations were at once opened with 
the government of St. Domingo and every endeavor 
made to obtain the cession of the bay and peninsula 
to the United States, but without tcrmiiiatlug in the 
desired acquisition, owing, 11 was supposed at the 
time, to the jealousy of the European Powers and 
their Influence upon the Dominican government. Ii 
we are to take the remarks of the Londou Times aa 
any guidance to the action of the Powers of Europe 
at the present nay, we may anticipate a more favor­ 
able issue to the present negotiations. In fact, tho 
government of St. Domingo have now agreed, while 
before they refu.sed, to cede the desired territory, 
wfiich Is one step lu advance of the previous nego­ 
tiations; but an attem pt may yet be made to prevent 
the rauflcation of the treaty by that republic, should 
It pass the ordeal ol the United States seuatc. 
TERMS OF THE CONTRACT. 
The provisions of the contract for the leaslug of 
the Bay ot Samana to tho United States ar«, so lar 
as at present known, to be as follows:—The lease is 
to run for a term of fifty years, and iiie United 
States to pay to the Domiuicau government the 
annual rental of $l6ii.ooo in gold. The flrat year's 
r«nt has been paid down. 
In addition to the iiunual

*80,000 worth of arms aud mimltton.s of war have 
been placed at the disposal of the reimblic of St.

These English and French opinions are Important,

INCIDENTB IN TUB HISTORY OK BAMANA. 
Hlstoncally speaking, Samana U a place of uo little 
interest. 
It was visited by Columbus on nls first 
voyage of discovery, toward the close of the fifteenth 
century, and 200 years later It became, from its 
deienslve position. Hie rendezvous of a baud of bac- 
caneers. 
W'c will narrate both these incidenu, as 
the first shows tue antiquity 01 its discovery, while 
the second prevea 1 s great natural advantages as a 
naval # p o t, while both may be useful to Mr. Sumner 
to Intrbduce luto his address to the Senate when the 
ratification of the purchase comes before that body. 
When Columbus was returuing to Spain, alter nls 
first discovery 01 the New World, Ue passed, on the 
I2ch 01 January, 14V3, a liign aud beautiful headland, 
to Which he gave the name of Caco del Enamorado, or 
the Lover’s Cape (at present called Cape Cabrón 1; 
and further eastward observed another wnich he 
named Cabo San Feramo (at present known as cape 
sam ana), the most eastern pom t of the peninsula of 
the same name; and doubimg this headland he saw 
berore him a fine gulf of such au extent that ne sup­ 
posed It to bo an arm of tbe sea separating Hispani­ 
ola from some oiner land. Here he anchored, and 
having sent his boats ashore, they found the natives 
quite different from the mild and pacific people the 
Spauiards bad hitherto m et in the New World. They 
were of a ferocious aspect aud were painted hide­ 
ously in various colora Some of them carried war 
clubs, while uiuers were armed with bows of more 
than a m an’s length, and with arrows pointed with 
bard wood or with bone. Une of the nativee hav­ 
ing ventured to visit the ship. Columbas supposed 
him to be of the Carlb tribe, and resolved to 
act cautiously. 
Ue regaled bis visitor, and then 
sent him ashore, when, upou tbe boat approacmug 
m e land, upwards of fifty armed natives rushed 
towards it from an aiubusn, but were, nowever, ap­ 
peased by tne native In tbe boat. The boat’s crew 
haviug then landed, they endeavored to bargain 
with tbe savages lor eome of their weapons, when, 
from some unexplained cause, 
m istrust 
arose, 
whereupon the nauves seized their bows and clubs 
aud provided themselves with cords, us ll with the 
intent tu capture tne Bpaniards. Tne latter, la self- 
defence, utiuckcd the natives, wounding two of 
them aud putting the rest to flight. “This,” says 
Washington Irvmg, m tiis “Life aud Voyages of 
Columbus,” “ was the first contest with the Indians 
aud the first rime that native blood wa.s shed by 
white men in the 
New 
World.” 
Ala.s I how 
mauy streams mlgnt have been filled, ere tne cen­ 
tury closed, witn tue blood of the unfortunate 
natives that fell victims to Spanish cruelty. This 
“ unpleasanliiess” was a cause of great gncf to 
Columbus, but he eventually sucfeeijeq m «-qstao- 
lishlng a good understamTing. when the Cacique 
who governed over this people, whom Columbus 
called Ciguayens, visited tbe Admiral’s ship, where 
his frank ami bold manner won bim many admire.re. 
This Caciques’ name was Cayacua aud not Mayo- 
bonex. as Irving supposed It to be. After his death 
his widow became a Christian, and was baptized 
under the name of Donna luez Cayacoa, 
The 
natives called tho land Samana, aud Columbus 
chrisiened tüe bay De les Flechas, in consequence of 
the skirmish. After romaliiiug four days the Span­ 
iards sailed upon tneir homesrard voyage to Portu­ 
gal, wUion tney reached m little uioro thau six 


'^ifeel^. Isieta and rocks form natural defences to 
the eutrauce ol the hay of Bamana, and are so situ­ 
ated that. If properly forilflea, any hostile vessel 
H ut aitoiupted to euicr might be placed under a de­ 
structive cross fire. The favorable situation of some 
of these islets or cays for preveutlng the approach 
of an enemy was signally proved at the close of the 
soventeenth cemury. hy that noted English pirate. 
Jack Bauiator, who, with hl.s bold biL caneers. at 
that tluie infested Hie nelghborhooil. 
Mo had Just 
arrived at .s>auiaQa. accompanied by another ve.ssei 
commanded by a Frenchraau named Liigarde, when

For many months the American mind has 
watched witu interest the progress of events 
in Cuba. 
From this, tho larjícst and most 
populous of tho West India islands, il.s attention 
is now diverted to St. Domingo—(he riohést, 
the most beauiifiil and the oldest. 
The island 
was named for St. Domaiiic, who founded tho 
rival order to the. Franciscans. 
We have 
already grasped San Francisco, and are now 
preparing to stretch our protecting arm over 
St. Domingo. 
This is the only one of the 
Antilles not jiosscssed by a foreign Power, and 
¡9 occupied by two independent nations. 
The 
island posse.sses greater historical interest 
than any other of this vast group. 
Spain 
made it the key to the whole of her posses- 
3 in the New World, as she enter,-d upon 
that wonderini career of conquest and success­ 
ful commercial enterprise which distinguished 
her in the seventeentli century, 
it was here 
Columbus founded the first city in the Wesk'rn 
World, aud here Cortes filled the hiimblo posi­ 
tion of notary 
long before he dreamed of 
-Mexico. 
The growth and rapid development 
f the island ceased when the greater con­ 
quests on the mam land were achieved. 
The 
.Spanish 
adventurer 
then 
abandoned 
the 
sland and rushed to the richer mines and 
broader fields of .Mexico and Peru. 
The 
French, in their ab.sence, attempted to estab­ 
lish a colony («1 the i.sland. 
Spain opposed 
them. 
The French turned buccaneers and 
limited the Spani.sh on sea and land, and the 
island btvame little but a hyena's nest ot 
pirates. 
.Morgan, 
afterward.s knighted by 
Charles If., here joined his bloodthirsty band 
nd sailed to sack Panama and Puerto Hello. 
The French imported the African slave, and 
St. Domingo ló came the cradle of .slavery tor 
the Western World. 
Some writer has said, “ if Dominica is the 
Rome of llio Antille.i liayti is the France." 
Hefore the I'r.mch Revolution slave labor Imd 
brought wealth, attended by a degree of luxii- 
rioiisness and licentionsnes.i only equalled by 
their countrymen in the reign of Louis XV. 
That revolution contemporaneously repeated 
itself here by even a bloodier reign of terror 
than in France. 
The planting of the Jacobin 
standard sowed the seed of in.siirrection, and 
a hi leoua massacre ensued, which the French 
army tried in vain to suppress. 
The hero and 
martyr to this terrible episode was Tous.saint 
L'Cuv. rturc, whose praises and virtues have 
fieen sung and extolled by jioets and pliiloso- 
jihera. 
,\t last a negro, a native of Guiana, 
subdued the French, and was crowned Empe­ 
ror of H lyti with Napoleonic ceremony. 
An­ 
other imperial negro graced the throne, with 
the title 01 Ilenri 1. 
Ho it was who built the 
palace said to rival in splendor tho Tiiileries, 
and then won the gratitude of bis country by 
committing siiieide within its walls. 
Then 
follow,'d the r. (inlilic, atiende ) by more than 
twenty years of comparative peace, or till 
IMP.», when the President, “ by the will of the 
llaytien people," in imitation of Louis Napo­ 
leon, became Emp< ror. 
Tho present republic 
of Huyti was established in 
IR '.r.. 
Hnllivan 
.'^alnave, “ the superb negro," is President. 
He reached hi.s oflicc by deposing GofTrard, 
hii predecessor. 
The parlisans of Geffrard 
made war against him, and that war is sllll 
raging. 
Late advices show the insiirgcnls to 
be rapidly gaming in strength, while .Salnave’s 
ofiicers and men are deserting to the ranks of 
the enemy, 
.\nother revolution in tlio reimb- 
lic seems not only probable bnl imminent. 
Tlie Dominican republic dales from 181», 
ami occupies tho eastern or .Spanish portion of 
the island. 
Hiienaventure Baer. Is President. 
Like kis contemporary, Salnave, bo reached 
his office by making war upon and deposing 
Cabral, his predecessor. 
Cabral 
and his 
Cabinet, at th« hoad of the luBurgeoto, «re 


now fighting Baer with varied and doubt­ 
ful success. 
Several times has our gov- 
ernmeut been besiegod to annex the eastern 
part of the island and two or three times to 
extend our p ro tecto ral over llayti. 
Negotia­ 
tions were entered Into for the cession of the 
island so long ago as I’ierco’s adm inistration; 
blit English and French agents interfered, and 
it was abandoned. 
The term s of this last jwo- 
posal, made by the government of Baez, are 
that the United States assume the possession 
of the Dominican re|iublie, granting it a Terri­ 
torial goverimieat identical witli other Terri­ 
torial govcrmiieuts wiiliin the jiuisdiction of 
the United States, tho conditions being that 
the Dominican people siiull first decide by 
vote to iillovV suca jiossession, and that the 
United States shall a::smue tho public debt 
and other obligations of the Dominican gov­ 
ernment, amounting to one million dollars, 
aud p.ay for their Stale jiroperty, amounting to 
one million dollar» more. 
Our govormueiit 
sent out commi8.s¡onera in July last, who 
returned in Gctober, expressing their bolicf 
that tlie Dominicans are desirous of annexa­ 
tion and that the island is worth possessing. 
Dominica once a Territory of tho United 
States, H.iyti will soon seek our protec­ 
tion. 
Saliuve already looks with favor iipoa 
aimexatiou. 
He has several times sought the 
protection of the American tlag, and that pro­ 
tection has causod a degree of enmity to this 
country in those who arc hostile to his admin­ 
istration. 
The uewly accredited Minister from 
Ilayti, Ceneral Alexander Tate, is said to 
favor annexation. 
He is a quadroon and the 
man who, in 18111, ottered his services to Mr. 
Lincoln to aid in the organization of colored 
troops, and was then spoken of as a man of 
high culture and fino presence. 
Such is sometbiug of tho history and politi­ 
cal condition of the island with which our 
goverumcnt is now negotiating for its cession 
to the United States. 
Its possession will put 
us in a position to command tho Gulf and will 
bring peace to a people long distracted by 
internal wars. 
The rich natural resources of 
the island will rajiidly develop under American 
skill aud iudustry, and foreign and inland com­ 
merce, aided by American enterprise, 
will 
create for thein.solves new and greater empo­ 
riums. 
The map which we puWisb to-day 
shows .accurately the position of St, Domingo 
and Hs most prominent surroundings. 


G o l d a t 1 lfi;J.—Yesterday gold touched tho 
lowest jioint it has reached since September, 
lSfi2, when our defeat at the first Bull Run 
had started it on its upward flight. 
Tho open­ 
ing price in the morning was 120j, but it 
gradually sunk to 110,^, recovering finally to 
the opening figure. 
The Treasury is ' about 
opening a sluice gate of the precious metal in 
payment of tho January coin interest on the 
public debt, while the banks have an amount 
in their vaiills which approximates the status 
of old times. 
However, gold has become a 
commercial commodity. 
Ju st now the supply 
is in excess of the demand. 
With all this 
decline Wall street is loss expectant of an 
Immcdiato return to specie payments than 
when gold took its downward turn from 130 a 
few w oekB

G e o r g ia 
R e c o n s t u u o t e d .— The 
.Senate 
Georgia liecoiisirucUon bill passed the House 
of Reprcseutalives yesterday by a vote of 121 
yeas to 51 nays. 
By this bill Governor Bul­ 
lock is authorized aud omiiowered to summon 
together the ,St.Ue Legislature elected in 1808. 
The Governor will announce tho day for the 
assembling of this body, upon which, after the 
usual foruiula of takiug tho oath presented for 
reconstructed States, it shall proceed with tho 
business of legislation. 
One of its first acts 
will, no doubt, be the adoption of the fifteenth 
amendment and the enrolment of Georgia in 
the phalaux of States marching to the music of 
tho Union and tho one and indivisible repub­ 
lic with its motto A,’ P lurihns Unnin. 


T he Red River I.v.sitrrkotio.v.— Despatches 
from St. 
Paul, 
Minnesota, 
announce that 
the insurrection in Winnipeg Territory, so 
far from having died out or been snppressed, 
as previous accounts Intimated, has culminated 
in actual hostilities. 
Tho Initiative has been 
taken by tho capture of Fort Garry and its 
occupation by six hundred of the insurgents. 
Tho counter revolution wliich McDougall and 
the government agents endeavored to create 
fell Hat, the population being a unit in tho 
movement against the 
British authorities. 
The greater part of McDoiigall’s agents and 
omissaries have been captured, and now, 
according to the despatch referred to, the 
settlers, under their leader, 
Rielle, are In 
utulispiited ¡los.session of tho whole Territory. 


S h e W a n t s a F ig h t . — .\t the woman su f­ 
frage meeting in Brooklyn the other evening 
Miss Susan B. Anthony opened a discourse on 
the proposition that “ it is a false theory that 
all women are born to be supported;” but she 
had not made much progress when slio gave it 
up as a bad job, in this fashion:— “ Mr. Beecher, 
I cau't Rjieak. 
Tlie spirit doesn't move me, 
I 
can face a lion’s den—walk through it—but I 
can’t speak here to-night. 
Do get up a fight. 
Then, perhaiis, I can speak.’’ 
Hero, then, we 
have Mi«s Susan’s grand idea of woman suf­ 
frage. 
She wants it that she may head a gang 
of roughs on election day, and go in, knock 
down and drag out the “ dead rabbit.s.” 
“ Do 
get up a fight,” she says. 
“ Then, perhaps, I 
can speak.” 
Is not the woman wlio occupies 
this platform on woman’s rights clearly entitled 
to sland guard at the jiolls or to head a gang 
of repeaters? 


W hat Dgks it Mean ?—Cardin il Malthieii 
has left Rome and returned to France. 
The 
Cardinal is the Archbisliop of HesanQon, a 
ijburcliinan who is not without jwwer in 
France. 
Why has he gone home so soon ? 
We were tohl »iy tlie Pope, a few days ago, 
that leave of alisence from tho Council was 
not to be easily obtained. 
We have since been 
told by the Atlantic cable that the Cardinal 
had gone home to do some confirmation and 
ordination work. 
We are now told that tho 
Cardinal has gone on a special missioa to the 
Emperor, the eldest son of the Church. What 
does it mean ? 
Is the Council already a fail­ 
ure? 
Is tho postpoiiomcnl a confession of 
weakness? 
We ought not to forgot that Na­ 
poleon is not yet formally crowned. 
Hus some 
expected coronation to do with this mission ? 
What does the whole thing mean? 
The filh 
of January, on which day the Council roM- 
sombles, may make m atters more intelligible. 
We wait with soote Mxiety. 


The Darien 
Onnnl. 
A canal across the narrow neek of land 
which connects the Atlantic with the Pacific 
Ocean is one of the grandest jiossibillties of 
the present, and it is certain to be one of the 
grandest facts of the future. 
Since the Suez 
Canal was formally opened the Darien Canal 
or some canal across our isthmus has been 
pronounced a necessity. 
Tho necessity has 
been confessed, not by G reat Britain alone, 
but by several other nations of the European 
Continent. 
In a recent editorial, expressive 
evidenlly of the commercial sentiment of 
British traders, the London Tim ai says that 
growing interest is felt “ iu commercial circles 
in the pussiltility of anotiicr ship canal, deeper, 
wider and less subject to fogs and sand drifts, 
through some of the Central American States, 
to connect the Atlantic and Pacific Oceana.” 
President Orant, in his first annual message, 
has connected his name and his administration 
wilh lilis necessity and with this forthcoming 
triumph. 
It Js well known that the President 
is favorable to the enterprise. 
It is ju st as 
well known that wilh his sanction initial steps 
have been taken. 
It is our opinion that if 
President Grant does not perm anently asso­ 
ciate his name with tho Darien, or some such 
caiiai, although it may bo named by another 
name, he and his friends will have good 
reason to sorrow over a lost opportunity. 
It is well known to us that the Suez Canal, 
while full of promise, is not yet encouraging 
to the great mercantile firms of Europe, par­ 
ticularly to the great mercantile firms of Great 
Britain. 
After long and laborious calculation 
the moneyed and business classes of Europe 
generally have arrived at the conclusion that for 
sailing vessels the Suez route will never pay. 
Their reason for so conchiding is not merely 
that the canal is not yet deep and broa¿ 
enough to receive vessels of tho largest ton­ 
nage, but that when the canal is made all that 
the canal ought to be the Red Sea presents 
difficulties which are insuperable. 
This, of 
course, applies chiefly to sailing vessels. 
It is 
not denied that when the canal is deepened 
and widened steamsliips, and such steamships 
as have hitherto ua\iigated the Red Sea, will be 
able to make the entire passage from Bombay or 
Calcutla to any point in the M editerranean, or 
to any port in G reat Britain or beyond the 
Straits of Gibraltar, in a space of time short­ 
ened by some weeks. 
The Suez Canal brings 
the British ports nearer to Bombay by over 
four thousand miles, brings New York nearer 
to Bombay by over three thousand miles, 
brings St. Petersburg nearar to Bombay by 
over four thousand miles, brings Marseilles 
nearer to Bombay by over five thousand miles. 
So far as G reat Britain and our Atlantic sea­ 
ports are concerned the saving is very nearly 
onc-half. But the advantages gained by a short­ 
ened route are more than counterbalanced by 
tonnage dues, by the expense for coal and by 
general insurance. 
On tbe whole it has been 
concluded that the Gape route cannot be ruiaed 
by the Suez Canal. 
Asido, however, from the Imperfections Oi 
the canal the Red Sea difficulties stand seriously 
in tlie way. 
The channel of that sea is narrow. 
Coral reefs abound. 
The winds are always, 
or almost always, 
parallel with the sea. 
Losses, serious losses are inevitable. 
Proba­ 
ble perils fully counterbalance the apparent 
gain. 
It is this reason which has compelled 
tho m erchants of G reat Britain to speak out 
through the columns of the London Times. 
They sec that our Darien Canal, once made, 
will ha a success, and a success for ever. 
Wo 
have no Red Sea. 
The isthmus once cut, the 
Atlantic and the Pacific will be one. 
Tho 
ports of China and Japan, and all tbe ports on 
the Pacific coast of this Continent will be 
brought nearer to our Atlantic ports b y some 
thousands of miles, and nearer proportionally 
to the ports of Western Europe. 
We have 
obtained from the greatest commercial nation 
of 
modem times 
the confession that the 
Darien Canal is needed. 
It is not for us to 
despise the demands of the world beyond us, 
especially when those demands coincide with 
our own interests. 
Much depends on General 
Grant. 
As a w arrior his name is great. 
As 
a ruler in times of peace be has given, and he 
still gives, promise. 
But if he would take his 
place with the Alexanders, the Cccsars, tbe 
Napoleons of the past, be will not lose the 
opportunity of liuking his name with the 
Darien Canal. 
Peace hath her victories not 
less renowned than war, and the olive is not 
less desirable than tho laurel. 
Words are not 
lost upon tho wise.

South America would, it secm.s, be quite content 
to declare the war against Lopez at an end 
save only the Emperor of Brazil, who pursues 
llis foe as if with personal malignity, 
Tbe 
allies of Brazil are quite content with what has 
been done—the Em peror’s own ministers are 
divided against him on the point of relinquish­ 
ing hostilities—but tho Emperor, with stolid, 
persisting, butchering obstinacy, will not bear of 
peaco while Lopez is free in Paraguay. 
Thus, 
for the supposed offences of one man, war is 
resolutely made against a people. 
The coun­ 
try is kept in all tlie disorganized and horrible 
condition incident to war. 
Every human life 
is kept upon the hazard 
solely that his 
.Majesty, the Emperor of Brazil, may keep up 
tho hunt against his enemies. 
We have hoard 
a groat deal of tlio inhumanity and barbarous 
temper of Lopez, and we now find that Dora 
Pedro is rattier more than his peer in these 
(pmiities.

see Hiicli a inagnillcenl structure going on so

by a man from Nevada, inslm ctlng the Post 
Office Committee to inspect the Post Office ope­ 
rations, and report if they are corrupt.

work is, if possible, to bo delayed till the job­ 
ber mameuvroH ills committee. 


A G o o d P olnt W kli, M ade.—l lie Recorder, 
in deciding a case involving the routine of 
iidmini.stration in the Board of Commissioners 
of ICmigration, has decided that commissioners 
do not perform their duties as the law requires 
when tliey sign papers in blank, but that they 
must give every case a personal supervision. 
To act upon this decision will raako the diitios 
very onerous, but it will doubtless be neces­ 
sary wherever the action is expected to be 
binding legally. 


It appears by a telegram from Rome that 
the Pope has changed bis views with regard 
to tbe Pontifical 
suocession. 
When 
thé 
Ecumenical Council was about being inaugu­ 
rated Pius the Ninth expressed a desire that if 
he should die during the session of the Gouucil 
his successor should be declared by acclama­ 
tion, in the presence of the assembled pre­ 
lates, by the Cardinals, instead of following 
the usual, though not obligatory, custom ot 
electing the Pope by ballot in secret conclave. 
He has now issued a decree that in case of 
his death the Council shall be dissolved, and 
tbe Cardinals shall elect a successor to the 
chair of St. Peter in the usual way. 
The idea 
that the Pojie intended tho con ncil of bishops 
assembled in Rome to have any voice in the 
election of his successor is erroneous. 
None 
but the dignitaries composiug the College of 
Cardinals have any right to vote for tbe elec­ 
tion of a Pope, but they might have carried 
out the Holy Father’s wishes by doclariug his 
successor openly and by aoclamalion in the 
presence of that mighty assembly of a thou­ 
sand prelates, gathered from all quarters of 
tlio earth. 
Tho election of a Pope has always 
boon a political game, after all, in which 
Austria, France and Italy played their parts 
against each other. 
America may be in tho 
next time. 
The Pope, however» for some reason has 
altered his mind upon the question. 
It may 
be that he intends to create a few more cardi­ 
nals, and as the American bishops are said to 
be very friendly to his Holiness, a few red 
caps may bo dispensed among the archiepia- 
copal sees of the United States, Canada or 
South America. 
But it is not likely that Pope 
Fiusjwill depart this life during the session of 
the CouncU—for ho ¡É hale au3 hearty still— 
unless, indeed, it be prolonged for ton or a 
dozen and a half years, like the Council of 
Trent, in 1545. 
Tho question of succession is 
therefore not likely to trouble the oardluals 
just y e t . _____________________ 


Paving Fifth Avenne. 


Tho question of the pavement of this great 
thoroughfare was up in the Board of A ssistant 
Aldermen on Monday in the shape of the 
remonstrance of a citizen against paving it 
with wood. 
We do not believe that concrete 
pavement for that street has had anything 
like a fair or aaüsfaclory trial. 
It has failed 
in circumstances that would have insured the 
failure of almost any pavement known. 
It was 
ignorantly and badly put down. 
It was put 
down apparently in ignorance of the principles 
upon which such a pavement m ust depend for its 
success. 
Elasticity, for instance, is one of the 
necessary elements of such a pavement. 
Yet 
hero we find it laid upon a solid stone pave­ 
ment, and thus placed upon a firm, nnyielding 
base, as if in order that tbe wheels passing 
above might cat it up the more eflfectually. 
It was badly put down, because tho m aterials 
were not of tho best quality, and in its pre­ 
paration the exact point of consistence, was 
not nicely hit. 
A t the same time we are not 
sure that any comparisons between Paris and 
this city as to the use of this pavement are 
M propar; for in Paris its success is 
in great part 
due 
to 
the 
m«re 
perfect 
arrangements 
of 
the 
city 
government 
and 
the 
consequent 
greater 
attention 
given, not only to ohoding good pavements 
but to keeping them in constant repair when 
down. 
Pavements that would fail anywhere 
else would succeed in Paris, from the simple 
fact that the city has a pavement organization 
always on duty, such as should have been es­ 
tablished here when the supervision of the 
pavements was given to the Croton Aqueduct 
Board. 
Taking, therefore, the general view 
of the merits of pavements as those merits can 
be realized here, we incline to tbe opinion that 
a wooden pavement on Fifth avenue would bo 
better than the present one at its best, and as 
between the Stafford pavement, which seems 
highly successful where we have it, and the 
Nicolson, which 
has many failnros in the 
city, we should judge the former to be de­ 
cidedly tbe best.________________ 


T he Shell Too T hin. - T he latest mine dis­ 
aster, the caving in of several houses, proves 
to have originated in the most culpable negli­ 
gence. 
A gallery of the mine had been 
worked so near the surface that props were 
necessary to koejf tho celling of tbe gallery 
from caving In at any timo, and from want of 
attention tho props in time became inadequate 
to the purpose. 
Miners should be forbidden 
by statute from working their mines so near the 
surface, unless they can be compelled to make 
the surface in such cases perm anently and un­ 
changeably secure. 


L e t T h e m B e S e n t Ui*.—The two men dis­ 
missed from the police for highway robbery 
have just been tried for the offence in the 
Court of General Sessions and found guilty. 
In charging the jury tbe Recorder made some 
remarks, with which tbe whole public will 
sympathize, as to the difficulty of getting so 
large a police force as ours without some 
rogues in it, and the success of the Commission 
in their efforts to keep the force pure.

The annual report of the Special Commis­ 
sioner of the Revenue, which was recently 
submitted to Congress, and which has been 
heretofore hoticed in our columus, is now laid 
liefore us in the form of a neat pamphlet. 
Mr. 
Wells treats not only the subject of revenue 
fully, but gives us a comprehensive treatise on 
tho industry, trade, commerce and progress of 
the republic. 
Ills figures will prove both in­ 
teresting and suggestive, though 
in some 
iustauces they need cxplauatiou aud qualifica­ 
tion. 
He starts out with the fact that the revonuo 
receipts of the Treasury have been largely in 
excess of the expenditures every year since 
tho tenuiuation ol the war, and that tho wealth 
of 
the 
country 
has 
been 
greatly 
in­ 
creased. 
“ In short,” ho says, “ the experience 
of another year reaffirms the principle before 
announced, that the progress and growth of 
thecounliy, through its eleuients of vitality— 
viz., great national resources and an inhereut 
spirit of energy and ontorpiise iu the people— 
is, in a great degree, independent of legisla­ 
tion and of the impoverishment and disorder 
which the occurrence of a long war has neces­ 
sarily occasioned.” 
Adverting to tho happy 
condition of the people at largo he says 
“ There are few who, exempt from physical 
ailment, need hunger from scarcity of food or 
be idle for the lack of some opportunity for 
remunerative employment.” 
These are facte 
which are attested by the experience of all. 
Still, Mr. Wells re-echoes the old resumption 
and contraction dogma, and, in face of the facte 
he presents showing tbe wonderful progress and 
prosperity of the country under a paper cur­ 
rency, makes the contradictory assertion that 
this state of things is a “ false appearance of 
wealth and vigor; that it has been succeeded by 
a condition of depression; that contraction of 
the currency, direct and undisguised, is tho one 
necessity of the situation, tho only remedy tor 
existing evils, so far as the currency has rela­ 
tion to them, and that the nation cannot 
emerge from its embarrassments and difficul­ 
ties until tbe m akers and administrators of 
the law have the honesty and courage to take 
it (contraction) up «£¡d carry it forward to the 
end.” 
Here is a curioC? muddle of ideas 
about prosperity and suffering, ^bout progress 
and depression, which shows that Mr, Wells’ 
abstract theories are stronger than facte or liiS 
judgment. 
The Commissioner has some scintillations of 
light on the true cause of the difficulty in tho 
way of resumption or of m aintaining a specie 
basis, could resumption be forced. 
He admite 
that “ there is no such thing possiblo as the 
resumption and continuance of specie pay­ 
ments with a continuauoe of the abnormal sys­ 
tem of foreign trade and exchanges against 
us.” 
He says, truly, “ we settle the adverse 
balances by tbe purchase In the first instance 
of bills of exchange on England, paying 
a banker’s profit, and probably effecting such 
a purchase to a greater or less extent by 
selling at a discount the nation's obligations 
of indebtedness.” 
In 
another 
place 
ho 
estimates our foreign indebtedness at f 1,465- 
500,000. 
A thousand millions of this, he 
states, are In United States securities. 
A t 
au average of six per cent we have to pay 
to Europe an annual iuterest of near eighty- 
eight millions of dollars. 
Estimating the total 
balance against us, and taking tbe account of 
tho United States with foreign countries for 
the fiscal year ending Juue 30, 1869, as the 
basis of his calculation, he makes out that 
we have to pay, probably, at the present 
lime an average of two hundred and ton 
millions per annum to balance tho account 
with foreign countries. 
Among the items 
enumerated are twenty-five millions a year 
spent by Americans abroad and twenty-four 
millions as 
excess of freights carried in 
foreign bottoms. 
Of course there is not 
specie production enough to settle tliis adverse 
balauce, and therefore our bonds and other 
securities continue to go abroad to make up 
the large annual deficiency. 
Mr. Wells’ remedy for this state of things is 
contraction of the currency, to force specie 
payments, and cheap production. In order tliat 
wo may be put on a footing in the markets of 
the world with tho cheap labor products of 
other nations. 
Rut what will our farmers and 
laborers generally say to this extraordinary 
proposed remedy? 
Can they be put on a foot­ 
ing of competition with the pauper and ill-paid 
laborer of tho Old W orld? 
Is that the price 
wo are to pay to reach specie payments ? 
Wo 
do not imagine tho products of tho country 
would be increased, and, as a consequence, 
the exports, by such low prices as Mr. Wells 
wants to bring us to. 
On the contrary, we 
tliink a large portion of the crops, particularly 
in tho West, would rot on tho ground. 
It 
would not pay to gather and transport them. 
Any sudden or great change, in tho present 
condition of the currency or of the price of 
gold could not fail to be terribly disastrous. 
We see indications of this in the pro.sent 
decline of gold. 
The governmeat itself, with all 
its desire to reach specie payments, has become 
alarmed. 
The only true and safe policy is to 
let things alone, and to leave tlio laws of 
nature and trade to solve the problem of a cur­ 
rency circulation or a specie basis. 
Wo have, 
as Mr. Wells admits, been wonderfully pros­ 
perous under our systom of currency, and, a.s 
to the excess of importations ami the balance 
of trade, they will adjust themselves in duo 
time. 
Mr. Wells makes an astounding statement 
of the cost ami destruction of tho war. 
Mo 
says the amount will reach near nine thousand 
millions of dollars in all, ineluding tho actual cx- 
peiiditures on both sides and llio destruction of 
property. 
But ho seems to forget that a largo 
portion of thi.4 .amount entered into the various 
industries and improvements of tho country 
and has liccomo perm anent wealth. He speaks 
properly in glowing terms of the surprising 
recuperation of tlio South, and he might liavo 
givoii onr ffdlow citizens of that section full 
credit for their industry, intelligence, energy 
and good disimsltion under tbe extraordinary 
circumstances in whlcli they were placed. Tho 
Commissioner makes tlie gross annual product 
of tho country at present almost seven tlioii- 
sand millions of dollars, of wliich nearly half 
is from agriculture. 
Tlio total valuation of 
property he estimates at over twoiity-four tliou- 
Bond iiilllion.s of dollars, which, notwitlistand- 
ing the cost and destruction of tho war, would 
bo an increase of about sixty-five per cent for 
til# last decade. 
There are many other valu­ 
able ■Utomonte aod to n e good «uggeattpM ia 
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which cannot bo noticed now, and, 
t apart trom certain impracticable theories and 
a few Inconaistenclee, the report is well and 
oarefullj mude up. 


T h e I'u b llc M o ra le o f th e D a y . 


Our culuiniiH for the pant few d ajs have 
reflected, in the history of the hour, as repre­ 
sented chiefly in our law coiu-tn, a very 
lam entable condition of the public morals of 
the day. 
Wo know not where we live if It be 
not in the midst of crime. 
Wo know not what 
air we 
breathe if it be not outside the 
atmosphere of Christianity. 
Murders, homi­ 
cides, 
government frauds, 
bond robberies, 
divorces and political corruption fill up the 
measure of tlie day’s news. 
In our issue of 
yesterday, for instance, wo had to chronicle, 
first, that atrocious case of wife m urder at 
Bombay Hook, in New Jersey—a murder 
heralded a long time ago by the throat of the 
accused liusbaiid, 
“ I’ll get rid of ye y et.” 
Then follows tue case of Eckersoii, at Hacken­ 
sack, for llie m urder of Peter Stokuiri. 
The 
case of the condemned convict Ileal, for the 
m urder of otllcer Smedick, still keeps that 
bl(mdy story alive in our courts, 
h was sup­ 
posed that the question was settled l>y the 
decision of the Supreme C ourt; tmt it appears 
that there i.s still some technical llaw by which 
the case is to be prolonged, and possibly jus­ 
tice is to be cheated. 
In another court the 
lottery business, which is not only unlawful, 
but infamous, involving, as it does, the ruin 
of thousands, presents some curious phases of 
our social life. 
Men notoriously engaged In 
illegal transactions come before the courts to 
demand an adjustment of their quarrels, and 
they find judges willing to come into conflict 
with each other, one judicial oflicial appoint­ 
ing a certain receiver in the affiirs of a gam­ 
bling concern, and another ofQcial appointing 
a different one, thus turning our courts into 
ridicule 
and contempt, 
recognizing gam­ 
bling as within the pale of tho law, like 
any 
other 
legitimate 
business. 
One of 
the 
parties 
in 
action 
in 
tlils 
lottery 
business dares to threaten a judge of the 
Supremo Court with public chargos of perjury, 
druakonness, corruption and general malfoa- 
aanco in ollice. 
Some people might ask, can 
the judge so threatened dare to hold his seat 
oo the bench while such serious charges are 
pending'/ 
Should the threat be carried out 
the judge will doubtless exercise his best judg­ 
m ent in the matter, not uuiuUueucod, of course, 
by public oi)inlon. 
Passing this slimy piece of business' con­ 
cerning tho lotteries, 
we 
find 
a 
perfect 
mountain of government frauds growing up 
around us. 
The Custom 
House furnishes 
its share, and it is a very ugly contribu­ 
tion—for instance, frauds in drawbacks, frauds 
in sugar, frauds in the storage and warehouse 
system. 
Tho Internal Revenue Department 
also presents its claim to public attention in 
the shape of whiskey and tobacco frauds, by 
m eans of illicit distillation and the use of false 
stam ps. 
These dishonest transactions are 
brought before us every day. 
Tho meanest, 
yet most ingenious, of all these dev.ces to cheat 
the government was the counterfeiting of two- 
cent Treasury stamps on bank checks by 
K autzer the other day. 
Bond robberies have 
become so familiar that it roipiires a caso like 
th at developed in the Tombs Court on Mon­ 
day to revive a little interest in them. 
Alto­ 
gether, public morals at the present time are 
in a most degraded condition. 
It may bo very 
well to atlril)iite the fact to the consequences 
of our late 
war and the 
demoralization 
which followed it in many classes of the 
community. 
To 
a 
certain 
extent 
this 
m ay 
be 
true, 
but 
it 
happeiis 
that 
this demoralization e.xists among classes who 
might be deemed superior to such inlluences. 
It is not in low places altogether that we have 
to look for tlie prevalent vices of the day. We 
can find them among the so-called intellectual 
classes, and even in the churchmen and church 
devotees. 
Witness the weekly elfiisions from 
some of our im lpits; the eagerness with which 
the congregations seek for everything that can 
minister to a morbid appetite, and swallow it 
in the name of religion, and how di.sappolnted 
they are if the preacher only touches the mar­ 
gin, without going into the centre and heart of 
an indelicate subject, which even a sen.sationa! 
preacher soiuetimes has not the eflrontery to 
penetrate. Witness the Woman’s Kquul Rights 
and Woman’s .Stilfrago meetings, at which 
some of the.se clergymen are more l.olil than in 
the pulpit, and proclaim opinions that strike 
at the root of society, acolT at in arr^g c ties and 
all domes ic relations, flattered and petted as 
these orators are by a lew foolish women, who, 
like crowing hens, know not wiiercof they 
apeak. 
For twenty years wo iiave boon accus­ 
tomed to laugh at tho woman’s rights move­ 
ments, but tlie mischief is being developed 
now. 
In our colunins of one day’s nows yesterday 
we gave, side by side, one great cause of the 
present condition of the public morals of tho 
day, in tho vices expressed at a woman’s equal 
rights meeting—which is only one example 
in a hundred—and wo gave tlic result in tho 
low morality evinced in tho cases of wife mur­ 
der, divorce, seduction, abduction and public 
and private frauds which are developed in the 
courts and police reports. 
The prevalence of 
loose New England opinions upon questions of 
morality, marriage, free love and family rela­ 
tions—tho sweetest bond wliicli holds society 
together—i.s dragging us down 
into a gulf 
deeper, perlmiis, than we think of.

FINANCIAL AND 
COM MERCIAL. 


Tubbday, Dec. 2 1-< P. M. 
Gold un d erw en t» farther aecilne to-day, touchtng 
IWX, whlph is the low est flgure touched since Sep­ 
tember, 18CJ. The m arket has become so uccuh- 
tomed to the droopm g tendeacy of the prem ium 
that the fall to so low a point produced Uttle or no ex ­ 
citem ent, and was taken quite as a m atter of course. 
It will thus be seen th at w hatever effect was pn>- 
duce-1 by the susjionalon of the gold sales announced 
for to-day and no x l Friday has been m ore than 
couiilerualanced by the offer ot the Treasury to begin 
the paym em of the January m terast, w ithout rebate, 
on and alter Friday next. The apcoulatlvo feeling 
lor a rise Is ferfectiy tame. 
It wHl ue reuiem- 
bered that the cliques, a t the outset of the mouth, 
basing their calculations upon the fact that the Trea­ 
sury, after maklug all the pay m eati Hiat 
duo uy 
the begmumg of tbe new year, will have but a 
sm all reserve on hand, essayed a bull movement, 
wuich carried the price back to l'J4, but they made 
the luktttke of not taking Into account the addi­ 
tional fact that the gold.

ta. Bintnger <e Co.—This case carac up yesterday for 
trial, the question before the jury bcma as to 
•whether Bminger & Ciarte should be adjudicated 
Bankrupts. The matter has been some time In dis- 
pute and tne facts nave already appeared. Blninger 
& Co. were proprietors of the large wholesale con- 
cern at 
the 
corner of 
Libeity 
and Tem- 


ple streets. 
It 
appeared 
tuat some 
differ- 


ence arose 
between Bimnger 
& Clarke at a 


time when, as alleged, they were enable to 
meet tbelr engagements, ana that a receiver was 
appointed over tue property, winch was represented 
as Jar exceeding the liabilities or the arm. Some of 
tne creditors look steps to have Bmmger & Clarke 
declared bankrupts; but as the property was placed 
in the hands of a receiver for Its proper disposal 
they were restrained iiom taking nctiou. The case 
Wis brought uefore the United States Court, and it 
was set down for trial. 


Mr. Compton. with, whom was Mr. J. F. Morgan, 
moved for an adjournment on behalf of Mr. Clarke, 011 
the ground that oue of his relatives was danger- 
ously ill, and that a postponement of the case was 
necessary. He desired, moreover, to ai^ue the ques- 
tion or jurisdiction; but it present he moved thac 
the matter be adjourned. 
Hr. Bangs for the petitioners opposed the motion 
and insisted that the tr.al should be proceeded with. 


Judge JtsUtciuord deemed tiiat tiie cabe should tie 
tried. 


Evidence was then tafcen on behalf of the pet1- 
tioners, Bhowimi that Bioingei & Co. had contracted 
oebts with them, that when the notes become due 
they were not paid, ami that the reason they desired 
to put the firm into bankruptcy was to get ttteir 
money. 


Uhe cashier of the establishment was nezt exam- 


ined, and testified as to the condition or the firm to 
the eflect that tlieir liabilities amounted to S21&.000 
or $220 ooo, while their assets were irom S39j,ooo to 
?50o,ooo. The average amount of thetr assets was 
about $400,000. 


.Abraham B. Clark was then examined, ana In 
reply to Mr. Comirton stated that he had been con- 
ceded with the urtn bluce 1821 and had been a work- 
ing partner since 183G; tne Iirai was much embar- 
rassed since the beginning of November last; Blmu- 
scr issued paper wi'noat consulting him or tclung 
him what it was for; at that time tuere was a strin- 
gency in the money market and the issue of a large 
quantity was accordingly attended with depressing 
results, although the flrrn was largely solvent at 
mat time, but there was aotniagthev could imme- 
<liatly com en into money wtthout lofs or without 
jeopardizing tlie interests of the creditors; on the 
4iu or November Biuinger served him with a notice 
ot dissolution of partnership and in a few days 
afterwards he discovered mat he had fin animns 
against mm; subsequently Bminger told him that lie

kick him out. The witness further stated that he 
bad rights equal to those of Bmincer and that he 
merely applied for the appointment of a receiver in 
order to protect the property for tne creditors. 


In cross-examination by Mr. Banjrs the witness 
referred to the property owned by the firm, inclu- 
ding real estate 111 Viigmla and the mennses tn this 
city, and proceeded to give a statement of the re- 
ceipts in case the properly Had been auctioned. 
Had the wines been sold without advertisement they 
^ftonld not have brought half tuoir value. 


Alter some further evidence hail been adduced 
Mr. Compton addressed the jury, contending at 
some length that uo act of bankruptcy had been 
committed. 


A lengthened discussion then ensued as to whether 
Biuinjjei <k Co. were solvent at the lime tne receiver 
was amiomted. Flnuliy Mr. Hangs moA'cd to amend 
the petition, and the Court having gr.tuicil LUC iiiuilou 
the case was adiourneu till this moruiujr.

Powers of Oo«ts of Co-ordinate JnRKtHclian— 


Opinion by Judge JUcCnun. 


Zei-psiger ns. Castelle.—Indge Mcuunn has ren- 


dered the following opinion in this case:— 


In this case we are called nnon to say whether a 


conrt of co ordroate Jurisdiction (the Common Pleas) 
bas properly committed the defendant. We are of 
the opinion they have. En vassaw, if the party Is 
held m custody for contempt (as this defendant is), 
plainly charged in the commitment, be cannot be 
discharged for informality in the drawing np of the 
precept In a matter of tlii» kind a court is not 
bound to stricily iay down the entire (orm of a com- 
mitment in the very words: if the substantial form 
of tue writ is there this Is sufficient. If the commit- 
ment is one which, tne court wonid have been 
authorized to make under any circumstance, alt 
judicial matters of regularity are to be presumed. 
This is the doctrine entertained 1n The People vs. 
Sevens (t Hill, 154); and also m the case m second 
Johnson, Cn. B., I9b. These cases are leading cases 
to-daj. The only inqniry that can be raised under 
a habeas corpus in cases of contempt is, lirst, the 
jurisdiction of the tribunal by which the party is 
committed; second, tue form of the commitment 
Jlhe i'eople vs. Tho Sherilt 29 Earbour, 622) So far 
as the first question is concerned it is not doubted brat 
that the Common picas has jurisdiction; and, in re- 
gard to the lost, as we have said neiore. if a. com- 
mitment contains the substance, although some of 
I lie forms are uncomplled with, yet the commitment 
is good. The prisoner Is m custody npon civil pro- 
cess, walch process is regular npon its race, issued 
out of a competent conrc; ne must, therefore, be 
remanded, with the question of defendant having 
the right to give bail to tne jail limits we have 
nothing to do; this is pnrely a matter for the dis- 
cretion of the Sheriff.

Gross Neglect of Duty—The President of

DESCRIPTION OF THE MIKE. 


Details of the Caving In—Destruction of 


the Houses aad Burial of Their In- 


mates—BeeoTCry of Some of the

Tha readers of the HBKALD will remember that 3 


few weeks ago a patrolman named Edward Braul- 
gan, 
of me beventh precmct, was tried before the 


I'olice Commissioners ou the charge of perjury and 
dismissed the force. The oflence consisted in swear- 
Ing m his application for appointment that ne had 
never been arrested. The evidence showed that he 
bad been arrehtea »\c uuni», tiiite ot which were lor 
grand larceny. On tnat trial it appeared that Cap- 
tain Bennett, of tue Thirteenth precinct, to whom 
the papers bad been sent to inrestizate Branigan'a 
antecedents, reported tnat be was "a man or good 
character aad reputation." 


Immediately after the trial, which, resulted m the 


dismissal of Bramgan, the Cotnmissioueis felt scan- 
dalized, and put Captain Bennett on trial, for the 
purpose of relieving themselves of tbe responsibility 
of toe appointment. The strangest part of tbe case 
is that Bramgan was one of commissioner Henry 
Smith's appomteee. and that his endorsers were Al- 
derman Coinan, Police Justice fehaadley, Deputy Tax 
Commissioner btutlds aud other democrats. 


Yesterday the uearmc ol evidence in tbe ease of 
Captain Bemieu took place before Police Commis- 
sioners Bosworth, Brennan and Manjerre. 
Chief 


ClerK Howley gave tentlmouy at, to the records of 
the case and thu report of Cantaln Bennett, when 
wimessea for the prosecution were called. 
OUlcer 
buchanan, of the Bicbtb precmct testified tuat on 
the 19tb of Aprd, 1S88, be arrested Bramiran in the 
net of stealing cotton; at that time Bramgan was 
well Enovvn to tbe police, aud nad a bad reputation 
for months before tbe arrest; Mr. Vought, late of tne 
Seventh precmct, stated tbat be arrested Bramgan 
in the summer of 1667, for assaulting an oillcer; 
this reputation was bad. 


Kr-offlccr Bapp, late of the Seventh, swore tbat in 
18s5 he arrested Branisau for assault and battery. 
but at that time feaew nothing of bis previous 
reputation. 


Ortlcer Eobert Connor swore that he arrested 
Branlgan in 1S66 for stealing cotton; but he was not 
Identified by tbe complainant. 


Officer DrucKen, Ift'eoty-sixth precinct, testifled 
thai ui 1865 he arrested Bramgan on suspicion ol lar- 
ceny- This closed the evidence for tne prosecution. 
Captain Bennett was aworn in bis own bebalf, 
testified that oa receiving the order to investieate 
the character and antecedents o!

Ketective Johnson stated under oath that a few 
hours after Branigan'a papers were pni m ma bands 
officer Brady, of uis (Thirteenthj precinct, asked bim 
if he knew who had Braulgan's papers, and on being 
informed tbat witness bad them Brady volunteered 
tae information tnat ne nad known Branigas for 
llfteen years and he ..was "an excellent young 
man;" witness conla and nothing against the char- 
acter of the applicant; Assemblyman Galvln and a 
Mr. ArehlbalQ Irwia, of Gold street, bore testimony 
to Branigan's excellent character and both of tnem 
guaranteed to be responsible for We good standing 
of the alleged tblef if be reported favorably. 


Offlcer Brady was here called and admitted tbat 
be bad given Branlgaa » good character; was Inti- 
mately acquainted with bim ia 1S67 and 1803; never 
learc of bis arrest in those years, but bad beard of 
bis arrest for assaulting an officer; at tbe time be 
recommended Br&tiigan to officer Johnson be snp- 
>osed Brauuran had put m his report the fact tbat 
le bad been arrested for assault. The last witness 
was submitted to ascathin^ cross-examination, and 
will ILIceiy De placed on trial for bis connection with 
.be case. 


The evidence was referrea to a full board for Its 
udgment.

STOCKTON, Dec. 21,1869. 


Tbe Allejfhanles are In mourning. Tbe hearts of 


tbe people are ailed witb gloom and apprehension, 
and, as If in sjmpatiiy witb tbe sorrows of 
the agonizea reiatnrea and friends of tbe un- 
fortunate beings swept from time into eternity oy 
the^temble catastrophe of Saturday, nature bas 
covered the verdure of tbe bills with a snowy pall, 
ana tbe Drees droop beneath tbe weight of their 
moarnfnl attire. Houses built on tbe mountain top 
are proverbially secare, bnt here, on this elevated 
spot, 1,700 feet above tne level of the sea, the highest 
point In Pennsylvania, humaa beings are trembling 
witb. apprehension, not knowing the moment wben 
tbe earth Shan aniver beneath their feet and hurl 
them Into the depths below; and here sixty, psrhaps 
a hundred, feet above tbe place where these habita- 
tions once stood seven persons, roll ofilfe and 
health a moment before their call, still fie baried 
amid wreck 
and 
rain, 
beyond 
hope 
and 


lost forever. Tbe mountain ia their tomb, and 
the cola 
wintry 
wind that 
whistles along 


its brow Is tseir only requiem. The people come 
and go to and from the scene of tbe calamity In 
great numbers and intense excitement prevails. Tne 
yawning chasm still spreading, still craving for vic- 
tims, is tbe object of most attraction, for tne homes 
of the three unfortunates, recovered on Sunday, are 
bid irora view in boxes awaltine burial; Dot those 
wbo venture near the dangerous gulph are ignorant 
of the riss they run. cracillng noises are beard 
from time to time, and tae earth slips down 
from 
the yawning sides witn. a laundering 
roar. 
The grief of the friends of 
the 
vic- 
tims is mixed with personal apprehension; for. 
owing to tbe want oi proper surveys of the mines 
that tap the mountains here on every band, no one 
Knows wni-n or waere the next crest may be heard, 
and tiie next plot of ground sink and dlsacpear with 
all above it. Tbe ne.ghborbood of t&s disaster is 
fairly p^nie stricken; for those best qualified to 
judge unaesitatinsiy declare that sooner or later tbe 
whole town of Hazeliou mast go down. For tbe 
causes of this alarming condition of things I am not 
nosy awe to indicate wbo win be charged with the 
responsloility, but before the close of iny letter I hope 
K> be able to present such facts as will enable the 
pabllo to form a correct view of tue state of affairs 
which rendered tms terrible disaster possible. Tne 
acknowledged fact that tbe entire neighborhood of 
StocKton, as well as the town Itself, is undermined, 
and in many places very near the surface, and that 
a greater calarmly may occur at any moment, call 
for a more elaborate account of the origin, eztent 
and characteristics of the accident of Saturday 
morning than has yet appeared. I .therefore pro- 
pose— bavlng just completed a careful examination 
of tbe mine as far as 1 could eo—to furnish you 
with the result oi my investigations. With this 
purpose In view, however, I must commence at the 
beginning, even at the risk of being considered 
tedious. 


HMTOKY OP THE JUNE. 
The mine In which the accident occurred bad a 
worEms capacity ol two thousand tons tier day, and 
was owned by Misses Llndernian & Sfceer, Previous 
to tba organization of this firm E. A. Packer, the 
s.ame who failed for a million and a hair ip. J!e\r 
1 ort about two years aso. was.propnetor o" it; and 
the first shaft was opened and the first operations 
commenced m it by W. T. Carter an Ensllsh miner 
of great experience, who was also principal pro- 
prietor of the mine. Tbe name by which the place 
was fcnown in the mining districts was the "East 
Sugar Leaf." When Carter retired from business 
some fiiteen years ago. his worKtaeu had ceased 
to worfc that part of tbe 
mine immediately 


below the town in consequence of a -fault'' being 
lound, that is, a layer of loct presented itself and 
cnt off tue vein of coal. It appears that they did not 
Snow how many feet near tue surface they had got, 
as no survey of tue mine was ever made by Carter, 
but there is abundant evidence to prove that they 
considered the greund above perfectly secure. It is 
usual lor miners when the vein uas been followed up 
to a "faulf to abandon tnat particular DOruon 
of it, and in retieating to "rob the mine," or 
in other words, to remove the pilla'- of coal 
whicn during the working propped the subterranean 
emllce. If Carter's men did this it would not have 
been considered unusual or improper, even though 
the surface should lall in Immediately alter they had 
secured their retreat from the mine: bet it seems to 
me, although attacucs of the present owners of tbe 
pla.ce loudly assert tlie contrary, that Carter never 
ordered the removal of the pillars, or II be did, that 
bis order was not obeyeA Packer may or mar not 
have "robbed" the mines In some places; that lie 
did not disturb toe pillars in the place waere the 
accident of Saturday occurred is evident, lor two 
of tuem are still standing. Bnt that the present pro- 
prietors had commenced the • robbery'-" aud were 
actually at wort; In the gallery nearest the surface a. 
lew hours before the tailing in or tbe topping taere 
is now no doubt. At the onlcial investigation—if 
ever there Is one—there will be many opposing ele- 
ments ana possibly much bard ewearmg; but 1 am 
inclined to tmnC that there will be very little differ- 
ence between this report of tne accident and its 
causes, in the recital of ina&rial facts, and tbat of 
onfcial inquiry. 


TUB SCENE OF THE DISASTER. 
Miners generally reare to sleep early and rise be- 
tween eve and six m winter. Tbe Uttle communltv 
of i,a» wortmen and their lanuUes were wrapt In 
Eleen on Saturday morning last at ball-past four 
o'clock. Tbe scattering town of llazelton. of small 
cahma for the inferior wording men—Irish, Welsh, 
English and Germans—and frame houses occupied 
by tbe miners proper, was as silent as the grave. Tne 
sty was clear and the aspect of tne si ene peaceful. 
A light glimmered here and there ou the mountain 
side vrhere wormnjr men were preparing early for 
tae labors of tbe day, bnt more brilliantly shone «he 
calm Christmas moou gleaming over the mountain 
top and Illuminating tne deep valleys and bringing 
out into bold relief tbe huge aoulders of roct over 
ivtile h stood sentinel ii£e the tall pices, firs and hem- 
locKs, streaked the|narrow road that runs through 
the to wn a hundred yards from the depot of the 
LetUgh. Valley Kauroad, and brought Into clear view 
tbe parallel lines of tbe railroad running cast and west 
from Wetnerby to Hazelton. One-nal t hour more of 
silence, and the doors of the wooden houses lacing 
the street would be alive witb men, women aud 
children; lamps would gleam in place of the then 
descended moon, and tbe bardy miners would have 
descended to tneir dally labor in the bowels of the 
earth. 


THE CiTASTBOPHE. 
But while nature's mghi Iieut still lingered on 
the mountain's brow au.d dashed Etreats of 
silver 
on the tree 
tops 
and 
overhanging 
rocks the quiet village was disturbed by tbe 
loud wailing of a dog. 
The baits did not 
cry 
witb 
an 
ordinary 
jelp. 
No human 
toe was near; no apparent danger stimulated 
him to bars, but he made the echoes ring with bis 
persistent barking. Mr. Wetterao was awakened by 
the barking of the animal, ana finding that there 
was no prospect of bis qnletmg down put on his 
clothes aud went ont to the building where the ani- 
mal was. tie tneii saw the cause of tee alarm. A. 
house near by stood leaning forward, and by tbe un- 
certain light it seemed to oe failing. A lona crash- 
ins was heard, and tbe earth beneath

and tbe scene was shrouded in impenetra- 
ble gloom. 
Wetterau instantly comprehended 
the situation and rushed to ma bouse. lie was 
zieariy loo late.. His daughter, a young girl of seven- 
teen years of age, bsmjr also aroused by the creaking 
of the tuabers of the frame building aad the Per- 
sistent bowling of the faithful dojr, rushed out in 
alarm, clad only in her night clothes, and as sne did 
so the earth opened before ber and she was precipi- 
tated into the abyss- BaDplly. boirever, at this 
moment the inhabitants 01 several oilier houses 
were aroused 
by the shaking or toe earth 
and 
the 
low 
rumbling 
noises 
from 
the 
earth and were rushing about in terror. One, 
more cool than tbe others, John Bookings, saw ber 
tali, and desperately attempted a rescue at the peril 
of his own life. Others speedily joined, and the 
unconscious girl was finally dragged ont from tbe 
jaws of death by tbe stalwart arms of the assembled 
miners, almost dead with cold and crushed by the 
falling timbers. In tbe meantime the houses imme- 
diately over slope No. i sunk; witb the earth, and. two 
families, who bad not heard the alarm, went witb 
them into the yawning chasm. It was dark now, 
bnt much 
biacicer was the spacs 120 feet 
square or thereabouts which marked tbe en- 
trance to tbe depths into which the four 
houses and 
ten 
human creatures bad sunk 
from vi«ir. The names of the lost ones are Mr. 
Swank, stable boss for the company, BIS wile aud 
two children: Mr. Bough, wife, mother and three 
children. Swantfweut ont to see what the matter 
was and bad s lamp in bis hand when the alarm was 
given, and wben he discovered that the ground was 
yielding ran back to save bis lamily. He waa too 
late. Tbe house, turned over him aa he entered the 
aoor and all perlsned together. Mrs. Rough could 
could have saved herself, but while there- was yet 
time ids broke from tbe anna of her husband, wbo 
waa urging ber oat, and ran back to save her aged 
mother. Rough waited for ber, and In another 
minute tne earth, opened its jaws and received them. 
In tbe eame row or hotue*, or rather in houses on 
the same lln< with those destroyed, were several 
persons who very narrowly escaped destruction. 
The Stockton HoMI, clone to the crop of tne mine 
and »bout thirty yards from tbe railroad, escaped, 
an did also several lesser buildings on thc.edge of 
the cna«m, but tbat Uiejr .will, stand very long is, at 
least, questionable. 


OCTBRKAK Ot TH* FHM. 
'A fire broke ont atnid tbe debns at the bottom of 
the bole Immediately; fcnd at one time It seemed u 
If the mine was doomed to destruction. 
Happily, 
liowever.it was only the timber of the nouses that 
bad caught fire, and tula terrible danger <viu on 
added to me calamity tbat srnoto the hearty of the 
crowds now gatnerlng around tho mouth of tho 
crater, wore waj *eot to Sloctu>,; at once and toe 


tnstaiHy town began to sound over tw 
Leblgh Valley, arousing the entire community 
with their quick-repeating poals of impending dan- 
ger. 
The volunteer fire company of Hazletou, wlttt 
Coionel Fitzpatrlck, ctkieC engineer, and Mr. J. C. 
Tomlinson, tblef engineer of engine No. 1, at once 
turned out and proceeded to the scene of the disaster 
with all speed. The distance was two and a half 
miles by tne road, and a keen, cold wind blew in the 
faces of the men; nevertheless the engine waa on tbe 
ground very quickly after tne first alarm. Xwo 
streams of water were poured on the burning mass 
from that hour (half-past seven) until eleht o'clock 
in the evening, when all danger of a general confla- 
gration was over. It is melancholy to nave to remark 
on acts of inhumanity, but tbe truth, must be told.- 
The indifference of tbe crowd wbo surrounded tha 
pit during the day was disagreeably manifested, and 
unbecoming levity was indulged In oy many men 
and women. Men were heard to speak carelewly 
about the matter, and it was evident that the fell 
spirit of faction or nationality is active here among: 
the miners. Irish, English, Germans, Welsh and 
Americans, they have all a common interest in th« 
well being oi then" little society; bat It would teem 
that each gang, holds itseU.independent of ana abow 
the other, and thaf there is no community of feeling. 


THE FIRST BODIES RKCOVTESZO. 
Six hours after it 3 first crash i another piece 01 
ground east of and near the large pit gave way wlttt 
a loud crash, But happily witttont carrying witHitt 
any ol tbe people who were standing by. • Tbe fire-? 
men immediately 
picketed 
the ground wth 
ropes aad guarded tbe approaehor to the fiolo 
as best they could 
from, tha encroachments' 
of tbe crowd. There conld- not have neen les» 
than 4,000 people there oa Saturday at any time, 
Tbe day broke clear and Una. -bat about ten 
o'clock ram Tell In torrents, then sleet, and finally 
snow covered,tbe gronnd and whitened tne forest 
trees, monrufolly sighing and waving their white 
tops above the fatal chasm. Dark clouds careened 
aloic, from waose misity lids the" teara of heaven 
laliing on the vacant places of once nappy homes 
lud frozen Into snow. Ibe scene waa desolate and 
mournful m the extreme, aad doom filled tae heart* 
of all but the most callous of tbe people. 
Tbe 
miners went to wors heartily nnder the di- 
rection of Dr. Llnderraann (a member of ts» 
firm), Bat up So Sunday at Sour o'cKwfc they had not 
succeeded in reachme the place where the bodies 
were supposed to lie. Shortly alter that hour, bow- 
ever, a pjckase orlvetf far into tbe loose earth 
brought ap a piece of an arai, and soon -after three 
bodies were disclosed to view. They were horribly 
diaugured. Tia first brousht ont was Mrs. HwaaS; 
who was partially dressed. Her neck and legs were 
broken; her head was crushed in on the sloes and 
tno skin on her body was peeled off. This 
latter evidence of the aatare of the disaster waa 
doubtless caused by the water which trtcWeff 
through tbe earth on her while she was in the. midst 
of the burning timber of the house. Mra. Swank's 
daughter was the next body discovered. She was 
also frightfully disfigured. 
The llUle child, ap- 
parently two years old. which, covered witb a 
blanket and in the ams or the poor girl, was 
scorched aad bruited beyond recognition. These 
remains were carelnlly removed to the surface and, 
laid m boxes nreaaratory 10 their being deposited 
in comas ior ttte inquest aad burial. - 
As far as loan learn tne Lehigb Yalley Railroad 
Company afforded every lacdity to those who en- 
gaaed in the labor of exhuming- the bodies, placing 
special trains aud men at Uie;r disposal, ill. Clarke; 
master mechanic of the Kaiiread works here, was 
exceedingly active. jSo fauls can be found with tne 
action ol the mining company altar the accident. 
They appear to have been energetic and sincerely 
desirous to circumscribe the danger. 


Tllfi rXCOEST. 


An inquest was held yesterday on the bodies 10- 
covered by Justice vr. f. CartwiiEht, Deputy 
Coroner; but, as it was merely to afford tne'fnends 
an opportunity of identifying the remains, no evi- 
dence as to the causes of tue disaster was taken. 
That will come o(T when all the bodies are re- 
covered, if they ever are recovered. 
Ttie miners, to the number of fifty or sixty, axe 
working day and night searcnme for theTemalnlng 
seven bodies, out they have diotcult and dangeroos 
labor oelore them. The ground gives unmistakable 
evidence that another failing in may be expected; in 
fact, as I write, one side of the pur to toe extent or 
several feet has fallen in. Should it extend in. the 
same direction for fifty yards this letter will never 
see tbe &RAI.D office. 


CAUSE OF TES ACCIDENT. 
Xow, as to tye cause of tne accident {so called), I 
have to say a few words before I close. Wben tba 
present company commoaceu to worK this mine, 
some twelve months ago, it was thought that No. 1 
slope was fully worked out, and was not, therefore, 
touched. Carter, thsr say, worked it within twenty 
feet of the surface. It seams, however, that recently 
orders were grven. or understood by tbe miners, 
that the supporting pillars in this parttonlnr 
part of the mine should be removed, or, in 
other words, that the mines sbonid be robbed pre- 
vious to beiujr abandoned. Tbe worffmeu com- 
menced at them last ToJek. it aceaju. and were 
nearly finished on Friday. At twelve o'clock ibat 
night a boy worKing in the mines beard somebody 
or something stamping oa the rails on the flooring-, 
as u giving a warning, and at the same time & 
creaf.ne noise was heard and pieces of coal were 
seen to shoo: up from the walis of the mine. Tbe 
boy gave the alarm ana the men away for th* 
niitht beyond the nak 
ot danger. 
It does 
not seem, 
however, 
that 
they 
notified 
the 
people above of the fact. The catastrophe then waa 
caused by cutting away the coal pi'lars or supports 
10 tueroonnsot thensme, at a place where It had 
been worked within twenty feet of the surface, and 
tbe destruction of life w;is caused by the neglect of 
the company to survey and map the mine and notU^f 
the drillers above of tbe impending danger. This, I 
think, is the truth of the mailer, although an attempt 
is being made to lay rhe blame la another direction, 
It is to be hoped, however, tbat tbe truth will De 
allowed to come to li«ht. We now live "not know- 
ing wuat an nour may bring forth," and there is an 
rom this place cf horror.

STATS GAMS LAWS. 


Proposed Repeal ef the Section ' 


tbc Sboo£»&c of Aquatic Wild Fowl oa 
Island— Meraariol on Behalf of tlie People 
of SiaBolk County. 
Within the last mouth there baa been much agi- 


tation on Long Island, ana especially in Suffolk 
county, m favor of a repeal of the Game law or a 
modification of tbe law exempting a part of the 
island from Its provisions. The following petition 
Is bemg extensively circulated:— .

Ths piovlsions of this act have been In force sines 
tbe flrst day of June of this year, an'd not In the last 
twenty years have wild fowl been so plentiful* as 
this fall and winter in onrbavs and harbors.

great enemy of this species ot nr^me has been the 
inartet hunter (for we cannot call him sportsman). 
In the twelve hours between sunset and suarlsev he 
will kill wild fowl by propelling bis battery, into the 
midst of their roosttnsr ground, and in the remaining 
hours of ths twenty-lour follow a aoct from eating 
ground to 
eating 
ground, 
until, 
demoral- 
ized, tbev seet less dangerous waters and. leave 
oar bays not to return- Of course, It requires slttll 
and perseverance to shoot from a battery, bnt It la 
the stall of the midnlgh; assassin. In tbe waters of 
Long Islanu Sound the oajs are not ao weil adapted 
for this Kind of hunting, and consequently the mar- 
ket huntsmen have located themselves on the 
southern side of the island. 
. ' 


As our inventors have Improved, sporting imple- 
ments irom year to year, the wild low! have Men 
gradually disappearing, until our Legislature toote 
the matter up and enacted this law, which went into 
effect as stated above. 


One other section seems to be obnoxious to nianr 


of the inhabitants of the island. It is tne follow- 
ing:—

St. Domingo. 


For manj months the American mind has 


watched with interest the progress of events 
ia Cuba. From this, the largest and most 
populous of the West India islands, its attention 
is now diverted to St. Domingo—the richest, 
the most beautiful and the oldest. 
The island 


was named for SL Domanic, who founded the 
rival order to the Franciscans. 
We have 


already grasped San Francisco, and are now 
preparing to stretch our protecting arm over 
St. Domingo. This is the only one of the 
Antilles not possessed by a foreign Power, and 
is occupied by two independent nations. The 
island possesses greater historical interest 
than any other of this vast group. 
Spain 


made it the key to the whole of her posses- 
sions in the New World, as she entered upon 
that wonderful career of conquest and success- 
ful commercial enterprise which distinguished 
her in the seventeenth century. 
It was here 


Columbus founded the first city in the Western 
World, and here Cortes filled the humble posi- 
tion of notary long before he dreamed of 
Mexico. Tha growth and rapid development 
of the island ceased when the greater con- 
quests on the main land were achieved. 
The 


Spanish 
adventurer then 
abandoned the 


island and rushed to the richer mines and 
broader fields of Mexico and Peru. 
The 


French, ia their absence, attempted to estab- 
lish a colony on the Island. Spain opposed 
them. 
The French turned buccaneers and 


hunted tha Spanish on sea and land, and the 
inland became little but a hyena's nest of 
pirates. 
Morgan, afterwards knighted by 


Charles H., here joined his bloodthirsty band 
and sailed to sack Panama and Puerto Bello. 
The French imported the African slave, and 
St. Domingo became the cradle of slavery for 
the Western World. 


Some writer has said, "if Dominica is the 


Rome of the Antilles Hayti is the France." 
Before the French Revolution slave labor had 
brought wealth, attended by a degree of luxu- 
riousness and licentiousness only equalled by 
their countrymen in the reign of Louis XV. 
That revolution contemporaneously repeated 
itself here by even a bloodier reign of terror 
than in France. The planting of the Jacobin 
standard sowed the seed of insurrection, and 
a hideous massacre ensued, which the French 
army tried in vain to suppress. 
The hero and 


martyr to this terrible episode was Toussaint 
L'Onverture, whose praises and virtues have 
been sung and extolled by poets and philoso- 
phers. At last a negro, a native of Guiana, 
subdued the French, and was crowned Empe- 
ror of Hayti with Napoleonic ceremony. An- 
other imperial negro graced the throne, with 
tie title of Henri I. He it was who built the 
palace said to rival in splendor the TuUeries, 
aad then won the.gratitude of his country by 
committing suicide within its walls. Tnen 
followed the republic, attended by more than 
twenty years of comparative peace, or till 
1849, when the President, "by the will of the 
Haytien people," in imitation of Louis Napo- 
leon, became Emperor. The present republic 
of Hayti was established in 1855. Sullivan 
Salnave, "the superb negro," is President. 
He reached his office by deposing Geffrard, 
his predecessor. The partisans of Geffirard 
made war against him, and that war is still 
raging. Late advices show the insurgents to 
be rapidly gaining in strength, while Salnave's 
officers and man are deserting to the ranks of 
the enemy. Another revolution in the repub- 
lic seems not only probable but imminent. 


The Dominican republic dates from 1814, 


and occupies the eastern or Spanish portion of 
the island. Buenaventure Baez is President. 
Like bia contemporary, Salnave, he reached 
big office by making war upon and deposing 
Cabral, his predecessor. 
Cabral and hia 


now fighting Baez with varied and doub! 
ful success. 
Several times has our gov 


crnmont been besieged to annex the caster 
part of the island and two or three times 
extend our protectorate over Hayti. Ncgotia 
tions were entered into for the cession of th 
island so long ago as Pierce's administration 
but English and French agents interfered, an> 
it was abandoned. .The terms of this last pro 
posal, made by the government of Baez, ar 
that the United States assume the possession 
of the Dominican republic, granting it a Terri 
torial government identical with other Terri 
torial governments within the jurisdiction o 
the United States, the conditions being tha 
the Dominican people shall first decide b; 
vote to allow such possession, and that th 
United States shall assume the public deb 
and other obligations of the Dominican gov 
eminent, amounting to one million dollars 
and pay for their State property, amounting to 
one million dollars more. 
Our governmen 


sent out commissioners in July last, who 
returned in October, expressing their belie 
that the Dominicans are desirous of annexa- 
tion and that the island is worth possessing 
Dominica once a Territory of the United 
States, Hayti will soon seek our protec- 
tion. Salnave already looks with favor upon 
annexation. He has several times sought the 
protection of the American flag, and that pro- 
tection has caused a degree of enmity to this 
country in those who are hostile to his admin- 
istration. The newly accredited Minister from 
Hayti, General Alexander Tate, is said to 
favor annexation. He is a quadroon and the 
man who, in 18G1, olfered his services to Mr. 
Lincoln to aid in the organization of colorec 
troops, and was then spoken of as a man o! 
high culture and fine presence. 


Such is something of the history and politi- 


cal condition of the island with which our 
government is now negotiating for its cession 
to the United States. Its possession will pul 
us in a position to command the Gulf and wili 
bring peace to a people long distracted by 
internal wars. The rich natural resources o 
the island will rapidly develop under American 
skill and industry, and foreign and inland com- 
merce, aided by American enterprise, wil 
create for themselves new and greater empo- 
riums. 
The map which we publish to-day 


shows accurately the position of St. Domingo 
and its most prominent surroundings. 


GOLD AT 13 9J.—-Yesterday gold touched the 


lowest point it has reached since September, 
1862, when our defeat at the first Bull Run 
had started it on its upward flight. The open- 
ing price in the morning was 120|, but it 
gradually sunk to 119^, recovering finally to 
the opening figure. The Treasury is about 
opening a sluice gate of the precious metal in 
payment of the January coin interest on the 
public debt, while the banks have an amount 
in their vaults which approximates the status 
of old times. However, gold hag become a 
commercial commodity. Just now the supply 
is in excess of the demand. With all this 
decline Wall street is less expectant of an 
immediate return to specie payments than 
when gold took its downward turn from 130 a 
few weeks ago. 


GKOBGIA 
RECONSTEUCTSD.—The 
Senate 


Georgia Reconstruction, bill passed the Hoase 
of Representatives yesterday by a rote of 121 
yeas to 51 nays. By uiis nni Governor Bul- 
lock is authorized and empowered to summon 
together the State Legislature elected in 1SG8. 
The Governor will announce the day for Hie 
assembling of this body, npon which, after the 
usual formula of taking the oath presented for 
reconstructed States, it shall proceed with the 
business of legislation. One of its first acts 
will, no doubt, be the adoption of the fifteenth 
amendment and the enrolment of Georgia in 
the phalanx of .States marching to the music of 
the Union and the one and indivisible repub- 
lic wili its motto EPluribus Unum. 


THE RED RIVER INSUKEEOTION.—Despatches 


from St. Paul, Minnesota, announce that 
the insurrection in Winnipeg Territory, so 
far from having died out or been suppressed, 
as previous accounts intimated, has culminated 
in actual hostilities. The initiative has been 
taken by the capture of Fort Garry and its 
occupation by six hundred of the insurgents. 
The counter revolution which McDougall and 
the government agents endeavored to create 
fell flat, the population being a unit in the 
movement against the British authorities. 
The greater part of McDougall's agents and 
emissaries have been captured, and now, 
according to the despatch referred to, the 
settlers, under their leader, Rielle, are in 
undisputed possession of the whole Territory. 


SHE WANTS A FIQHT.—At the woman suf- 


frage meeting in Brooklyn the other evening 
Miss Susan B. Anthony opened a discourse on 
the proposition that "it is a false theory that 
all women are born to,be supported;" but she 
had not made much progress when she gave it 
up as a bad job, in this fashion:—"ilr. Beecher, 
I can't speak. The spirit doesn't move me. I 
can face a lion's den—walk through it—but I 
can't speak here to-night. Do get up a fight. 
Then, perhaps, I can speak." Here, then, we 
have Miss Susan's grand idea of woman suf- 
frage. She wants it that she may head a gang 
of roughs on election day, and go in, knock 
down and drag out the "dead rabbits." "Do 
get up a fight," she says. "Then, perhaps, I 
can speak." Is not the woman who1 occupies 
this platform on woman's rights clearly entitled 
to stand guard at the polls or to head a gang 
of repeaters? 


WHAT DOBS n MEAN?—Cardinal Matthieu 


has left Borne and returned to France. The 
Cardinal is the Archbishop of Besanjon, a 
churchman who is not without power in 
France. Why has he gone home so soon? 
We were told by the Pope, a few days ago, 
that leave of absence from the Council was 
not to be easily obtained. We have since been 
told by the Atlantic cable that the Cardinal 
bad goae home to do some confirmation and 
ordination work. We are now told that the 
Cardinal has gone on. a special mission to the 
Emperor, tbe eldest son of the Chtirch. What 
does it mean ? Is the Council already a fail- 
ure? Ia the postponement a confession of 
weakness? We ought not to forget that'Na- 
poleon is not yet formally crowned. Has some 
expected coronation to do with this mission? 
What does the whole thing mean? The'6th 
of January, on which day the Council reas- 
sembles, may make matters more intelligible. 


The Dorion Canal. 


A caaal across the narrow neck of land 


which connects the Atlantic with the Pacific 
Ocean is one of Uio grandest possibilities of 
the present, and it is certain to be one of the 
grandest facts of the future. Since the Suez 
Canal was formally opened the Darien Canal 
or some canal across our isthmus has boon 
pronounced a necessity. The necessity has 
been confessed, not by Great Britain alone, 
but by several other nations of the European 
Continent. In a recent editorial, expressive 
evidently of the commercial sentiment of 
British traders, the London Times says that 
growing interest is felt "in commercial circles 
in the possibility of another ship canal, deeper, 
wider and less subject to fogs and sand drifts, 
through some of the Central American States, 
to connect the Atlantic and Pacific Oceans." 
President Grant, in his first annual message, 
has connected his name and his administration 
with this necessity and with this forthcoming 
triumph. It is well known that the President 
is favorable to the enterprise. It is just as 
well known that with his sanction initial steps 
have been taken. It is our opinion that if 
President Grant does not permanently asso- 
ciate his name with the Darien, or some such 
canal, although it may be named by another 
name, he and his friends will have good 
reason to sorrow over a lost opportunity. 


It is well known to us that the Suez Canal, 


while full of promise, is not yet encouraging 
to the great mercantile firms of Europe, par- 
ticularly to the great mercantile firms of Great 
Britain. After long and laborious calculation 
the moneyed and business classes of Europe 
generally have arrived at the conclusion that for 
sailing vessels the Suez route will never pay. 
Their reason for so concluding is not merely 
that the canal is not yet deep and broad 
enough to receive vessels of the largest ton- 
nage, but that when the canal is made all that 
the canal ought to be the Red Sea presents 
difficulties which are insuperable. 
This, o 


course, applies chiefly to sailing vessels. It is 
not denied that when the canal is deepenec 
and widened steamships, and such steamships 
as have hitherto navigated the Red Sea, will be 
able to make the entire passage from Bombay or 
Calcutta to any point in the Mediterranean, or 
to any port in Great Britain or beyond the 
Straits of Gibraltar, in a space of time short- 
ened by some weeks. 
The Suez Canal brings 


the British ports nearer to Bombay by over 
four thousand miles, brings New York nearer 
to Bombay by over three thousand miles, 
brings St. Petersburg nearer to Bombay by 
over four thousand miles, brings Marseilles 
nearer to Bombay by over five thousand miles. 
So far as Great Britain and our Atlantic sea- 
ports are concerned the saving is very nearly 
one-half. But the advantages gained by a short- 
ened route are more than counterbalanced by 
tonnage dues, by the expense for coal and by 
general insurance. On the whole it has been 
concluded that the Cape route cannot be ruined 
by the Suez Canal. 


Aside, however, from the Imperfections of 


the canal the Red Sea difficulties stand seriously 
in the way. The channel of that sea is narrow, 


oral reefs abound. The winds are always, 


or almost always, parallel with the sea. 
dosses, serious losses are inevitable. 
Proba- 


ble perils fully counterbalance the apparent 
fain. It is this reason which has compelled 


mercliania ol" lireat Britain to speak out 


through the columns of the London Times. 
They see that oar Darien Canal, once made, 
will be a success, and a success for ever. We 
lave no Red Sea. The isthmus once cut, the 
Atlantic and the Pacific will be one.

Ecumenical Council was about being inaugu 
rated Piug the Ninth expressed a desire that i 
he should die during the session of the Counci 
his successor should be declared by acclama- 
tion, in the presence of the assembled pre- 
lates, by the Cardinals, instead of following 
the usual, though not obligatory, custom 0' 
electing the Pope by ballot in secret conclave. 
He has now issued a decree that in case o 
his death the Council shall be dissolved, and 
tho Cardinals shall elect a successor to the 
chair of St. Peter in the usual way. The idea 
that the Pope intended the council of bishops 
assembled in Rome to have any voice in the 
election of his successor is erroneous. None 
but the dignitaries composing the College o 
Cardinals have any right to vote for the elec 
tion of a Pope, but they might have carriei 
out the Holy Father's wishes by declaring hi; 
successor openly and by acclamation in thi 
presence of that mighty assembly of a thou 
sand prelates, gathered from all quarters o 
the earth. The election of a Pope has alway 
been a political gams, after all, in whicl 
Austria, France and Italy played their parts 
against each other. America may be in the 
next time. 


The Pope, however, for some reason ha 


altered his mind upon the question. It maj 
be that he intends to create a few more card! 
nals, and as the American bishops are said ft 
be very friendly to his Holiness, a few rec 
caps may be dispensed among the archiepis 
copal sees of the United States, Canada o 
South America. But it is not likely that Pope 
Pius will depart this life during the session o 
the Council—for he is hale and hearty still— 
unless, indeed, it be prolonged for ten or a 
dozen and a half years, like the Council o 
Trent, in 1545. The question of succession 
therefore not likely to trouble the cardinals 
just yet. 


Paving Fifth Avenue. 


The question of the pavement of this grea 


thoroughfare was up in the Board of Assistafl 
Aldermen on Monday in the shape of th 
remonstrance of a citizen against paving i 
with wood. We do not believe that concrete 
pavement for that street has had anything 
like a fair or satisfactory trial. It has failec 
in circumstances that would have insured thi 
failure of almost any pavement known. It wa: 
ignorantly and badly put down. It was pu 
down apparently in ignorance of the principles 
upon which such a pavement must depend for its 
success. Elasticity, for instance, is one of th 
necessary elements of such a pavement. Ye 
here we find it laid upon a solid stone pave- 
ment, and thus placed upon a firm, unyielding 
base, as if in order that the wheels passing 
above might eat it up the more effectually. 
It was badly put down, because the materials 
were not of the best quality, and in its pre- 
paration the exact point of consistence was 
not nicely hit. At the same time we are no 
sure that any comparisons between Paris anc 
this city as to the use of this pavement are 
at all proper; for in Paris its success is 
in great part due to the more perfecl 
arrangements 
of

governmem 


and 
the 
consequent 
greater 
attention 


given, not only to choosing good pavements 
but to keeping them in constant repair when 
down. Pavements that would fail anywhere 
else would succeed in Paris, from the simple 
fact that the city has a pavement organization 
always on duty, such as should have been es- 
tablished here when the supervision of the 
pavements was given to the Croton Aqueduct 
Board. Taking, therefore, the general view 
of the merits of pavements as those merits can 
be realized here, we incline to the opinion thai 
a wooden pavement on Fifth avenue would be 
better than the present one at its best, and as 
between the Stafford pavement, which seems 
highly successful where we have it, and the 
Nicolson, which has many failures in the 
city, we should judge the former to be de- 
cidedly the best. 


THE SnBix Too THIN.—The latest mine dig- 


aster, the caving in of several houses, proves 
to have originated in the most culpable negli- 
gence. A gallery of the mine had been 
worked so near the surface that props were 
necessary to keep the ceiling of the gallery 
from caviag in at any time, and from want of 
attention the props in time became inadequate 
to the purpose. 
Miners should be forbidden 


by statute from working then- mines so near the 
surface, unless tbey can be compelled to make 
the surface in such cases permanently and un- 
changeably secure. 


LET THEM BE SENT UP.—The two men dis- 


missed from the police for highway robbery 
have just been tried for the offence in the 
Court of General Sessions and found guilty. 
In charging the jury the Recorder made some 
remarks, with which the whole public will 
sympathize, as to the difficulty of getting so 
large a police force as ours without some 
rogues in it, and the success of the Commission 
in their efforts to keep the force pure.

The annual report of the Special Commis- 


sioner of the Revenue, which was recently 
submitted to Congress, and which has been 
heretofore noticed in our columns, is now laid 
before us in the form of a neat pamphlet. Mr. 
Wells treats not only the subject of reveuuo 
fully, but gives us a comprehensive treatise on 
the industry, trade; commerce and progress o( 
the republic. His figures will prove both in- 
teresting and suggestive, though in some 
instances they need explanation and qualifica- 
tion. 


He starts out with the fact that the revenue 


receipts of the Treasury have been largely in 
excess of the expenditures every year since 
the termination of the war, and that the wealth 
of 
the 
country 
has 
been 
greatly in- 


creased. "In short," he gays, "the experience 
of another year reaffirms the principle before 
announced, that the progress and growth of 
the country, through its elements of vitality— 
viz., great national resources and an inherent 
spirit of energy and enterprise in the people— 
is, in a great degree, independent of legisla- 
tion and of the impoverishment and disorder 
which the occurrence of a long war has neces- 
sarily occasioned." 
Adverting to the happy 


condition of the people at large he says:— 
"There are few who, exempt from physical 
ailment, need hunger from scarcity of food or 
be idle for the lack of some opportunity for 
remunerative employment." 
These are facts 


which are attested by the experience of all. 
Still, Mr. Wells re-echoes the old resumption, 
and contraction dogma, and, in face of the facts 
he presents showing the wonderful progress and 
prosperity of the country under a paper cur- 
rency, makes the contradictory assertion that 
this state of things is a "false appearance of 
wealth and vigor; that it has been succeeded by 
a condition of depression; that contraction of 
the currency, direct and undisguised, is the one 
necessity of the situation, the only remedy tor 
existing evils, so far as the currency has rela- 
tion to them, and that the nation cannot 
emerge from its embarrassments and difficul- 
ties until the makers and administrators of 
the law have the honesty and courage to take 
it (contraction) up and carry it forward to the 
end." Here is a curious muddle of ideas 
about prosperity and suffering, about progress 
and depression, which shows that Mr. Wells' 
abstract theories are stronger than facts or his 
judgment. 


The Commissioner has some scintillations of 


light on the true cause of the difficulty in the 
way of resumption or of maintaining a specie 
basis, could resumption be forced. He admits 
that "there is no such thing possible as the 
resumption and continuance of specie pay- 
ments with a continuance of the abnormal sys- 
tem of foreign trade and exchanges against 
us." He says, truly, "we settle the adverse 
balances by the purchase in the first instance 
of bills of exchange on England, paying 
a banker's profit, and probably effecting such 
a purchase to a greater or less extent by 
selling at a discount the nation's obligations 
of indebtedness." 
In 
another 
place he 


estimates our foreign indebtedness at $1,405- 
500,000. A thousand millions of this, he 
states, are in United States securities. At 
an average of six per cent we have to pay 
to Europe an annual interest of near eighty- 
eight millions of dollars. Estimating the total 
balance against us, and taking the account of 
the United States With foreign countries for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 18G9, as the 
basis of his calculation, he makes out that 
we have to pay, probably, at the present 
lime an average of two hundred and ten 
millions per annum to balance the account 
with foreign countries. Among the items 
enumerated are tvventy-Sve millions a year 
spent by Americans abroad and twenty-four 
millions as excess of freights carried in, 
foreign bottoms. 
Of course there is not 


specie production enough to settle this adverse 
balance, and therefore our bonds and other 
securities continue to go abroad to make up 
the large annual deficiency. 


Mr. Wells' remedy for this state of things is 


contraction of the currency, to force specie 
payments, and cheap production, in order that 
we may be put on a footing in the markets of 
the world with the cheap labor products of 
other nations. But what will our farmers and 
laborers generally say to this extraordinary 
proposed remedy? Can they be put on a foot- 
ing of competition with the pauper and ill-paid 
laborer of the Old World? Is that the price 
we are to pay to reach specie payments ? We 
do not imagine the products of the country 
would be increased, and, as a consequence, 
the exports, by such low prices as Mr. Wells 
wants to bring us to. On the contrary, wa 
think a large portion of the crops, particularly 
in the West, would rot on the ground. It 
would not pay to gather and transport them. 
Any sudden or great change in the present 
condition of the currency or of the price of 
gold could not fail to be terribly disastrous. 
We see indications of this in the present 
decline of gold. The governmeat itself, with a!l 
ts desire to reach specie payments, has become 
alarmed. The only true and safe policy is to 
et things alone, and-to leave the laws of 
nature and trade to solve the problem of a cur- 
rency circulation or a specie basis. We have, 
as Mr. Wells admits, been wonderfully pros- 
>erous under our system of currency, and, as 
10 the excess of importations and the balance 
of trade, they will adjust themselves in duo 
;ime. 


Mr. Wells makes an astounding statement 


of the cost and destruction of the war.- He 
ays the amount will reach near nine thousand 
millions of dollars in all, including the actual ex- 
penditures on both sides and the destruction of 
iroperty. But he seems to forget that a large 
jortiou of this amount entered into the various 
ndustries and improvements of the country 
,nd has become permanent wealth. He speaks 
jroperly in glowing terms of the surprising 
ecuperation of the South, and he might have 
iven our fellow citizens of that section full 
redit for their industry, intelligence, energy 
nd good disposition under the extraordinary 
ircumstances in which they were placed. Tha 
Commissioner makes the gross annual product 
f the country at present almost seven thou- 
and millions of dollars, of which nearly half 
3 from agriculture. 
The total valuation of 


iroperty he estimates at over twenty-four thou- 
and millions of dollars, which, notwithstand- 
ng the cost and destruction of the war, would 
e an Increase of about sixty-five per cent for 
le last decade. There are many other valu-

Too Public Morals of the Bay. 


Our columns for tho past few days have

•divorces and political corruption fill up the 
measure of the day's news. 
In our issue of 


yesterday, for instance, we had to chronicle, 
first, that atrocious case of wife murder at 
Bombay Hook, in New Jersey—a murder 
Iieralded a long time ago by the threat of the 
accused husband, "I'll get rid of ye yet." 
Then follows the case of Eckerson, atHackon- 
sack, for the murder of Peter Stokum. 
Tho 


•ease of the condemned convict Real, for the 
murder of officer Smedick, still keeps that 
bloody story alive in our courts. It was sup- 
posed that the question was settled by the 
decision of the Supreme Court; but it appears 
that there is still some technical flaw by which 
the case is to be prolonged, and possibly jus- 
lice is to be cheated. 
In another court the 


lottery business, which is not only unlawful, 
bat infamous, involving, as it does, the ruin 
-of thousands, presents some curious phases of 
our social life. 
Men notoriously engaged In 


illegal transactions come before the courts to 
demand an adjustment of their quarrels, and 
they find judges willing to come into conflict 
•with each other, one judicial official appoint- 
ing a certain receiver in the affairs of a gam- 
Taling concern, and another official appointing 
a different one, thus turning our courts into 
ridicule and contempt, recognizing gam- 
bling as within the pale of the law, like 
aay

legitimate business.

t>usiaess dares to threaten a judge of the 
Supreme Court with public charges of perjury, 
drunkenness, corruption and general malfea- 
sance in office.

Should the threat be carried out 
the judge will doubtless exercise his best judg- 
ment in the matter, not uninfluenced, of course,

mountain of government frauds growing up 
around us. 
The Custom House furnishes 


Its share, and it is a very ugly contribu- 
fcion—for instance, frauds m drawbacks, frauds 
in sugar, frauds in the storage and warehouse 
system. 
Tho Internal Revenue Department 


also presents its claim to public attention in 
the shape of whiskey and tobacco frauds, by 
means of illicit distillation and the use of false 
Stamps. 
These dishonest transactions are 


brought before us every day. The meanest, 
yat most ingenious, of all these devices to cheat 
the government was the counterfeiting of two- 
cent Treasury stamps on bank checks by 
Kautzer the other day. 
Bond robberies have 


become so familiar that it requires a. case like 
'that developed in the Tombs Court on Mon- 
day to revive a little interest in them 
Alto- 


gether, public morals at the present time are 
in a most degraded condition. It may be very 
.well to attribute the fact to the consequences 
of our late war and the 
demoralization 


which followed it in many classes of the 
community. 
To 
a 
certain 
extent 
this 


may 
be 
true, 
but 
it 
happens 
that 


.this demoralization exists among classes who 
might be deemed superior to such influences. 
It is not in low places altogether that we have 
to look for the prevalent vices of the day. We 
can find them among the so-called intellectual 
classes, and even in the churchmen and church 
devotees. Witness the weekly effusions from 
some of our pulpits; the eagerness with which 
the congregations seek for everything that can 
minister to a morbid appetite, and swallow it 
in the name of religion, and how disappointed 
they are if the preacher only touches the mar- 
gin, without going into the centre and heart of 
aa indelicate subject, which even a sensational 
preacher sometimes has not the effrontery to 
jaenetrate. Witness the Woman's Equal Eights 
and Woman's Suffrage meetings, at which 
some of these clergymen are more bold than in 
•the pulpit, and proclaim opinions that strike 
at the root of society, scoff at marriage ties and 
all domestic relations, flattered and petted as 
these orators are by a few foolish women, who, 
like crowing hens, know not whereof they 
flpeak. For twentyyears we have been accus- 
tomed to laugh at the woman's rights move- 
ments, but the mischief is being developed 
now. 


In our columns of one day's news yesterday 


we gave, side by side, oae great cause ot the 
present condition of the public morals of the 
day, in the vices expressed at a woman's equal 
rights meeting—which is only one example 
in a hundred—and we gave the result in the 
low morality evinced in the cases of wife mur- 
dar, divorce, seduction, abduction and public 
and private frauds which are developed in the 
courts and police reports. The prevalence of 
loose New England opinions upon questions of 
morality, marriage, frea love and family rela- 
tions—the sweetest bond which holds society 
together—is dragging us down, into a gulf 
deeper, perhaps, than we think of.

The American Naturalization Question. 


LONDON, Dec. 21, 1889. 


Jotra Arthur Otway, Under Secretary for the 


Foreijn Department and member of the House of 
Commons for Cnatnam, maae a speech to hi3 con- 
stituents in that city last evening. 


He expressed hlB Hearty satisfaction on the settle- 


ment of the American naturalization question. He 
stated that an act had been dratted, wnicn would be 
brought before Parliament at Iw next session, ena- 
bling British subjects tn that coantrj to divest them- 
selves ol tneir nationality whenever tney see fit to 
ao so. 


The British Government Report on Emigrant 


Naturalization Abroad. 


The Intelligence which Is conveyed In the above 


cable telegram, to the effect that a British Minister 
has officially announced that England Is about to 
anandon by legislative act her long contested claim 
to the absolute allegiance of those born under her 
rule, even when in voluntary exile, and also to fore- 
go her cherished theory of hereditary daty, ana 
thus obliterate the stale maxim of • onco a subject 
always a subject," is of snch direct Interest to the 
many thousands- of emigrants from Great Britain 
who have sought shelter and homes in the United 
States, and to their descendants, That we to-day 
lecapitulate tee facts and arguments on which Pre- 
mier Gladstone will base his new bill:— 


The Royal Commission on the Laws of Naturaliza- 
tion and Allegiance, whicn was appointed in May, 
1SOB, and completed Its inquiry within nine months, 
reporting in 1868, was constituted or t&e Earl of Cla- 
rendon, Mr. Card well, H. P.; Sir K. .1. Pnllllmore, 
Judge of the Admiralty Court; Mr. Baron Bramweil; 
the then Attorney General, Sir J. Karsiake; the 
Queen's Advocate, Sir Travers Twist; Sir Roundell 
I'almer. Mr. W. B. Forbter, M P.; Mr. W. Vernon 
Uarconrt, 
Q. C, and Mr. Montanue Bernard. 
Although the Commission did not escape a misfor- 
tune which has befallen many recent British com- 
missions—a disagreement among" its members upon 
some points—all ten anreed in the essential recom- 
mendation ot the leportand affixed their signatures 
to it. The Commissioners begin with a definition of 
natural born BntisQ sunjects—viz., those who are 
each Because bom within the Queen's dominion*), 
ami tliose who are uuuarea to be sucn by various 
general acts or Parliament, though born out 
of the dominion of 
the British Crown. 
By 
the common law of Euzland the allegiance of natural 
born Brltisti subjects is Inde ible. Tlie Commission- 
ers state at onco that they are of opinion that this 
doctrine is neither reasonable nor convenient. It is 
at variance with those principles on which thenuhts 
and duties or a subject should be deemed to rest, It 
conflicts with fuaiiiecdoui of action which la now 
recognized as tnosirondnclye to the general good 
as wK! aslS TSoividuaT happiness and prosperity, 
and it is especially inconsistent with the practice 
of a State whicn allows to its subjects absolute 
freedom of cmlgutlon. It it inexpedient that 
Butlah law should maintain in taeory. 
or 
should by loreign nations be supposed to maintain 
in practice, aiy obligations n nich it cannot enforce, 
and ouptit not to emorce if it could; and it la unfit 
that a country should remain subject to claims for 
piotectlon on the part of persons who, so far as In 
;hem lies, have severed their connection witn it. 
The Commissioners accordingly submitted the fol- 
owing recommendations lor an amendment of the 
Uw:— 


1 Any British subject who, being resident in a foreign 
country, shall be naturalized therein and shall undertake,

ized abroad, and hia children, if under the ace of twenty-one

: o be British subjects Irom that date, but this rule should not 
nclude a wife or child who bas not emigrated to tho country 
of naturalization, nor should it operate unless, according to 
ihe local law, the naturalization of the husoand or father hag 
naturalized also the w ifa or child. 
Naturalization in a foreign country, though operating 
from the time of Ita completion as an extinguishment of the 
original citizenship, should not carry with it discharge from 
responsibility for acts done before the new alleglaDca was 
acquired. 
Provision should be made for applying the same princi- 
ples to the case of British subjects who hava become so by 
3attiralizatlon. 


The Comm'sslonere observe that the removal of 
the difficulties arising fiom a double allegiance can- 
not be entirely accompllsned without tlie co opera- 
tion of other countries, and they saj:— 


If Great Britain renounces the doctrine of indelible alle- 
giance and acknowledges that British subjects can direst 
.hemseives of their nationality by foreign naturalization, 
t roar be hoped that the same principles will ba recog- 
nized by other countries with respect to aliens naturalized 
within the Bntlsn dominions, and we accordingly rccom 
raend that efforts should be made to procure that reciprocity, 
as well as to secure to the children of British subjects born 
Abroad the same power of choosing their nationality which 
It la proposed to confer on the children born of alien parents 
within British territory. This mlsht be effected byafiree 
meats or conventions concluded with different States sepa- 
rately, or better, perhaps by means of a general understand 
njj arrived at, in conference or otherwise, by the Towers 
most Interested in the subject 


The report concludes by recommending the aboli- 
tion of the mixed jury system. It was instituted by 
Edward HI. as an enconrasement to lorelgn woollen 
merchants to resort to the English market. The 
oreigners on a mixed jury are not required to be of 
the same nationality as the alien; they may all speak 
dliferent languagas. The system "is inconvenient 
and presents DO advantages."

In the death of this distinguished man another of 


the old officers of tne great Napoleon has passed 
away. A cable telegram from Paris informs us that 
veswrday Augusta Micael Mane Etienne, Comtc da 
Regnauit de St. Jean d'Anse"!y, Marshal of France, 
died in that city in tlie seventy-sixth year or his 
age. 
He was the son of ttte celebrated general of 


the same name, was born on the 29th of July, 1704, 
and m March, isil, entered toe Military school of St. 
Germain. D&nng tha year following ha was com- 
missioned a sub-lieutenant, toot the field for active 
service and participated in ttte disastrous campaign 
in Russia. From tnat time until the abdication of 
the Emperor ne was constantly in the lield and fre- 
quently distinguished himself lor gallantry ana 
capacity. 
At 
tho 
battle of 
Lelpsio, where 
his 
regiment 
was 
frtahtially 
cut ap, lie 
fought with great 
courage. 
On the return 


of 
the Bourbons he accepted 
service under 
them, but Immediately upon Napoleon landing 
in France ne attached himself to the fortunes of the 
great Coreican, and on me field of Waterloo was 
promoted to tne rank of cnefa'esccKlron for fidelity, 
gallantry aud military ability. In 1825 he partici- 
pated m the campaign in Greece, watch resulted in 
the independence 01 that country, and some time 
alter was made a general and placed in command 
ot the department oi Ueurthe. Upon the expul- 
sion of 
the- '-Napoleon of 
Peace," General 
Ktienne was mada a general of division and 
p<aced 
in 
command 
of 
the 
army 
of 
the Alps. In the following year he was elected 
a member of the French Legislature and proved 
Himself from the start a strong partisan of Napoleon. 
For a lew days In January, 1851, he acted as Minister 
of War. On the restoration of ttte empire he was 
appointed benator of France and Colonel of the Im- 
perial Guard. In 1859 lie wag created a marshal of 
France, and in 1862 Vice President of the senate. 
In addition to these Honors the deceased Marshal 
was named Grand Officer of tne Legion of Honor in 
1849, and Grand cross a few months later. 


Claude Alphonse Delnagie. 


This distinguished French jurist died in Paris yes- 


terday, In the seventy-third year of his age. He was 
born at Varsay in 1797, adopted the law for a profes- 
sion, and soon rose to distinction. In 1840 Re was 
made Advocate General to the Court of Cassa- 
tion, and m 1847 Procuraur-Generai 
of 
the 


Royal 
Court 
ot 
Parts. 
In 
184« 
he 
was 
elected to the French 
Legislature for Cosne, 
but after the revolution of 1845 retired from office 
aod resumed the practice ot law- M. Delangle early 
became a warm supporter ol Louis Napoleon, by 
wnorn he was. in I8o0, appointed ^President of the 
Bureau de 1'Assistance Judiciaire de la Cour de Cas- 
sation, ana In December, 1851. promoted to the posi- 
tion of President or the Section of the Interior for 
Public Instruction and Worship in the Council of 
State. He represented" the government in the senate 
deliberations on the proposition 10 re-establish the 
empire. Se subsequently became successively Pro- 
cnreur-General of the Court of Cassation, Chief 
President of the Imperial Court o! Pans, and Sena- 
tor of France. In 1858 he succeeded General Espi- 
nasse as Minister of the Interior; in 1859 he was ap- 
pointed Minister of Justice; during the same year 
tie was elected a member of the Academy of Moral 
and Political Science, and in 1S6S became First Vice 
President of the Senate. M. Delangle was also a 
Grand Cross of the Legion of H-snor and the author 
of several worKa.

CAIKO, Nov. 20. 1869. 


The conclusion of my last correspondence on 


I nad 
Just turned into my cabin fall of anticipation of the 
morrow, which was to see us Inaugurate the canal, 
when a gentle tap at my door caused me to reopen 
It. and instead of the boy woo was to give mv boots 
tee last brash I thought they would get before we 
leached Suez: I stood racing a very pretty and what 
1 should call, too, a very "striking" woman.

sengers ana had no idea where she came from 
or what sh^ wanted. 
I supposed

made a mistake and hastily briu-oned up iny vest. 
Jelt after the ends of my loose neeSne and performed 
other usual ceremonies by which ladles comprehend 
they are intruding. "Sir, are yoa Guy Flux?" aalced 
tne lair stranger, to which I did not answer, oat 
towed. "I believe you are, and if so," she con- 
tmned, "I wish to speak to yon." At that moment 
*s loud burst of laughter from five men in the next 
cabin made me feel awkwardly situated. They were 
laughing over their wine and a game at baccarat. 
towever, and might not have heard the few words 
that had been said, so I stood back in hnmble 
acquiescence. '-I want to come in," continued the 
lady* Of course I smilingly acquiesced again. 
though distressed. When she hail taken tne only

When I lisa perused this epistle I found the lady's

cumbered. For tne flrst lime in my Hie I thought 
vesperro very cool, aud would inucn >iave prelerred 
•writing verse in a lady's album; ..ven tuat to my 
condition as it then stood before me. 'I was, fortu- 
nately, very sleepy,'and as we were to ne snipped 
in a smaller yacht the next day. one that drew le^s 
depth than tne Masa. and as we had to bo up bv 
flve A. M. in order to get settled bclore we steamea 
flown the canal, 1 endeavored to arown present 
misery in slumber, which was sweet but probably 
noisy. 


Five o'cloclc next day saw no daylight, nothing 
imt wretched contusion on tue Masa. Thea it was 
that tne Improvident Hospitality extended to guests 
•who should have been located elsewhere WHS re- 
pented of. All the passengers at about six were 
surly; tuey huddled together in search of their ba"-- 
fiage, which had been stowed awav anywhere; 
then all wanted to be shipped off Crst. This, with 
an Insufficient number of boats, caused much alter- 
cation, through which I perceived that gentlemen 
who wear ribbons anu orders in palaces are quite as 
pugnacious as prize fighters. As soon as efiects 
-were recovered tiiej stopped up the gangway and 
off people leaped or scrambled. Just in tne midst of 
ihls scene 1 came across Mile. Imperia; she was 
seated on her trunt and looked so defiantly wnen I 
touched my hat, that I was wisa enough not to offer 
Her my assistance. 


Stopping up we way seemed to be the order of the 
flay; it dawned on-asmatl scale only until we reached 
the middle of the coual, but I have not come to tae 
new ditch yet In the land ol Goslien. 
Coumsion 
lasted all ttie moraine; boats came by small instal- 
ments and did not convey more than six passengers 
with their baggage at a time. I was told mat we 


- were to inaugurate the canal on one of tne Viceroy's 
most magnlncent yachts, tne harem one; tais 
tictued my fancy immensely, and unfortunately. 
also, my appetue, for we hao. had no breakfast and 
there was not even a small sprav of cauliflower in 
the pickle bottle, which we were told was tne only 
tulnglelt by way of pro visions oa the Masa. 
Jusi. 
when the last boat came up to ictch tiie last six 
cuests 1 looked around lor Mlie. ijnpena; she was 
sippmg.a cup of coflec with me captain, ana re- 
turned my look of concern with a provoking laugh, 
then sprang in the small transport boat with perfect 
disdain of my extended band. 


When we did get to the Gabbler we found her 
crowded to excess. There was a buz/: of general 
discontent among the guests, many or whom -meant 
to write the whole affair down; it was an insult to 
them on inauguration day to get no breakfast. What 
a Viceroy 1 The world should know they were kept 
behind by mismanagement." I cannot deny but 
that we were kept behind on tee Gabbier, but by 
good management, though it materially affected all 
writers, as they thus lost a week's maiL 


Facts are simply that the harern yacht had been 
made large. In a country where ladies floes to- 
gether In vast numbers, and they the Viceroy's 
ladies, who are stout, it was made to draw a good 
depth. Had the Gabbier been allowed to start down 
the canal ahead of the other vessels it was thought 
tne would have obstructed the passage ot every one 
behind her, by either sticking in tiie sand or run- 
ning aground, or doing somemmg she took into her 
oarcm head that the female navy alone might be 
addicted to. 
While the famished passengers threw 
themselves on bread and grapes in picnic style I 
entered tne cabins prepared for the belles of tne 


tip "the way" ana mast be shipped off in small 
boats astaiii. Second repetition of the scene of the 
day before, only worse. At length we wore all more 
or less accommodated with small boats, ana left the 
Gabbier in the mad. Mile. imperla had ohosan to 
get into the nrst barge that appeared to taS« passen- 
gers in. Sue had even been audacious enough to 
wave her pocket handkerchief to me when sailing 
dowu the canal. Her triumphant season was nev- 
ertneless on tua wano, and coming events will prove 
that ladles who set on* alone 10 inaugurate canals 
may uot be quite so independent when that canal 13 
in the desert.

E.—Grand Sympathizing Mass Meeting 
of the Working Girls of lowell, 
Mass.—The Hew Hampshire Strike

LOWELL. Mass., Dec. 20,1509. 


During the past rorinteht lb.e temper of tlie New 


England ractory girls lias been pretty well stirred 
up ovor the attempt of tbe Cocheco Manufacturing 
Company, ot Dover, N. n., to reduce the wages of 
tueir operatives. Tho whole n amber of tbe employes 
of tms company Js about 500, anu more tnan three- 
fourths are females, most of them buxom lasses bora 
and bred in New Hampshire, Maine, Vermont ana 
Massachusetts, Tna reductloa the Cocheco Corn- 
cany demanded was twelve per cent, and this the 
spunfcy girls refused to submit to, and a total sus- 
pension of business was the result, Tne girls re- 
tusea to go to wors upon 3 reduction, and tlie 
company refused to continue them m service at 
the old pay. 
The usual accompaniments of an 


exciting strifce followed, including the Inevitable 
processions, mass meetings, abusive resolutions, 
Ac., out during the whole the Kirls have remained 
ana and the machinery in t&e Cocaeco mills has 
remained Inactive.

FINAIMCJAL AMD COMMERCIAL. 


TUB8DAT, Dec. 21—3 P. M. 


Cold underwent a further decline to-day, touching 


which is the lowest figure touched since Sep- 


tember, 1862. The market has become so accus- 
tomed to the drooping tendency ot the premium 
tbat the fall to so low a point produced little or no ex- 
citement, and was taken quite as a matter of course. 
H will thus be seen that whatever effect was pro- 
duced by the suspension of the goW sales announced 
for to-day anil next Friday has bean more than 
counterbalanced by the offer of tlie Treasury to begin 
the payment of the January interest, without rebate, 
on and after Friday next. The speculative fee'.wg 
for a, rise is perfectly tame. It will oe remem- 
bered that the cliques, at the outset of the month, 
basing tuetr calculations upon the fact that the Trea- 
sury, after making all tho payments that are dne oy 
the beginning of the new year, will have but a 
small reserve on hand, essayed a bnll movement, 
which carried the price back to 124, but they made 
the mistake of not taking into account the addi- 
tional fact that the gold, u° not in the Treasury, 
would be in the market, and thus continue to as- 
press tne premium even more than it dla morally 
by its presence in tha government vaults. The 
short interest has been quite large ever since the 
reversal of the movement from 124, and has pre- 
vented a sharper decline, for the reason that gold, 
operators are-content with a smaller percentage of 
crotttthan is the practice in stocks. The rate for 
carrying to-day was heavier than yesterday, bat yet 
sufficiently below the market rate for money to Indi- 
cate the presence of a continued good short Inter- 
est, ranging as ic did from six down to roar per 
cent. The decline to 119J£ induced a great deal or 
covering, while toward the close the importers were 
buying for remittances and the foreign bankers to 
cover coupons, under which there was an eventual 
recovery to 120,f, which two figures were the ex- 
ticaie quotations of tue day. The money market 
was easy at sis to seven per cent, the former being 
the general rale on call loans with pledge of govern- 
ment collaterals, and the latter the almost excep- 
tional rate on stocks, particularly in all new engaee- 
ments. The stock houses, however, are so content 
to get money at seven that standing loans at that 
fleure were not as a rule disturbed. The movements 
of currency with the interior are without special 
feature. There is a steady demand from the West 
and Southwest, but the shipments in those direc- 
tions are fully offset by the receipts from other 
points in the mcerlor. Again, the operations of the 
Treasury for tne week in the purchase or two 
millions of Bonds to-raorrow against the sale of 
a million of gold on Friday—which latter will not 
count in the bank statement—promises continued 
ease, and Wall street acts from anticipation us much 
as from actuality. 
Discounts were quiet. There 


was perhaps a little more doing, if anything, prime 
acceptances passing at from nine to twelve per cent, 
but wicii a wider rantre for single names. Bankers' 
sixty day notes were quoted as low as eigttt per 
cent. Foreign exchange was heavy, and declined to 
108K for prime faixty day sterling, but became firm 
at tms point under a good demand for to-morro'.v'd

Tne most 
soticeaWc gpeecbes were those or Voorliees, ol IndJr 
ana, and Cox, or New Yort. Tne lartsr was listened 
to witn -$3«at Interest by bota Eldes or the House, 
and at the close or his remarKs was warmly com- 
plimented upon tbe soundness of bis argument and 
Bis commanding delivery. While the democrats 
^rere speaking Governor Bullock, or Georgia, seemed

rollowed Cox in the debate, and delivered a speech 
which demoralized the republicans to a certain ex- 
tent and encouraged the democrats. Bingham mer- 
cilessly exposed what he termed the monstrous 
character or the bill, and announced with some 
reeling WS determination 
to vote against it. 


That part of Bmgham's speech wherein he assertefl 
that a tne had crept into the President's Message 
relating to imposing the test oath on the memoers 
ol the Georgia Legislature, wnicn the President 
never intended should be tnere, created quite a 
sensation all over the House, and when Mr. Biwr- 
liam had concluded members flocked around him to 
ascertain whether he spoKe by authority or the Presi- 
dent. To all Inquiries he merely renlied, "I stand 
By what I said and I Know whereof I affirm." 
"Wnether he learned this ract in conversation with 
the President or whether it is merely a surmise ou 
Ms part 5s not known. Sutler, in closing the de- 
bate, endeavored to drive Bingham into a position 
•wnere it wxraid be necessary ror him to give 
Ills authority ror the statement, but the latter 
longht shy or mat 
and Butler could draw 


nothing forth but a reiteration of 
tlie asser- 


tion. Perhaps the most effective part or Biug- 
larc'BB speech was thai wherein he snowed thai 
the provisions or the bill exalted Governor Bullock 
above all the power m the land and at the same 
tune gave no guarantee that he would execute the 
bill then about to be passed ror his special benefit. 
This was hot shot in BnllocK's camp, and from his 
Tisnal conspicuous occupation or going around from 
one member's beat to another he toot himself off to 
the cloak room and Kept under cover during the 
remainder ol Bingliam's speech, so damaging was 
Bingham's argument on this nolut tnat ai uic sug- 
gestion of some republicans Bullock sat down and 
wrote a letter addressed to General Butler, promis- 
ing IT tbe bill passed to call tne Legislature together 
on the 12th of January. This is the letter reail by 
Butler as part or his remarks. The vote on Emc- 
Bam's motion to postpone was not as heavy as was 
expected, only lour republicans voting for It witn 
the democrats. It was regarded as a party measure 
-And very rcw republicans were willing to vote 
•against it.

The committee conversed at some length on 
the resumption or specie payments and the means 
to effect that result, bnt came to no conclusion. 
That portion or the report ol the Secretary of the 
Treasury in regard to taking in the three and a 
Jiair per cent certificates, amounting to between 
Jbrty and fifty millions or dollars, and to issue an 
equal amount or currency to the Southern banks, 
'was considered, bnt no action taken. Tbe wort or 
de committee is now in such a shape that meetings

lie attended by most of the members, who will 
either remain here or, if possible, be here on com- 
mittee days.

Extensive Bagsa«e SmasMns on the Kail- 


roads— Trunks Broken Open in tbe Cars— 
The Detectives Failed Again— A Baroness a. 
Heavy looser— §100,000 Stolen. 
To the omcials «r many of the raaroaos running 


out of this city the statements about to be given 
will not be news, but to the masses who patronize 
the railroads some information may be derived as to 
what they are likely to be exposed to while travel- 
ling. 


Several months ago it was ascertained that trunks 


containing valuable articles or clothing and jewelry 
were being broken along the lines or the Kanford 
and New Haven, tne Erie ana the Sew York Cen- 
tral Railroads and u portion, or the contents stolen. 
The officers of the roaos, it is said, exerted every 
effort to discover the autoors or the robberies and 
the noiuts at which they were perpetrated. 
M'ueir" investigations were or no avail. Property 
continued to disappear in o mysterious manner, 
especially on the Central road, it was discovered, 
however, that nearly ati the robberies occurred ou 
night trains between Albany and Suspension Bridge, 
aad between Troy and Kew York. During toe last 
two mouths it is said that travellers nave lost more 
than 5100,000 worth of property on the Central Rail- 
road alone. Kecently the worKing up ot the case 
has been given to some expert >>ew York fletcct- 
tives, 
who are

most cases tne companies throw the respoosibiUtv 
of the robberies on the city express companies and 
assert that their employes are the really guilty 
parties, but this is by no means clear.

At tnree o'clock in the alternoon the Baron and 
Baroness Olga Ue Maixrta Fraloff, at present residing 
at 229 Wast Twenty-third street,»m this city, toos 
the train from Albany for the Falls, having checked 
tueir baggage throaga to the.r destination. On re- 
ceiving K at the Falls irom tne railway company it 
was discovered tnat an immense quantity ol uostiy 
laces, most of which has descendea through tbe 
family to tbe Baroness, aud is valued at a very large 
amount, had beau stolen irom one of her trunks.

BABIN6 HIGHWAY MBBEBY IS BBGOKIYK, 


A Broker Knocked Down and Bobbed or 


Upwards of Two Thousand Dollars— The 
Bntchcr Cart Came. 
Kevins 'street, between Schermerhom and Living- 


Eton streets, Brooklyn, was the scene or one of the 
most audacious highway robberies that has ever oc- 
curred in that city. The victim was Mr. Daniel M. 
Sweeny, a broKer, doing business at No. 104 Nassau 
street, Kew York, who resides at No. 20 Kevins, in 
the rormer city. It appears that Mr. Sweeny 
waa on his way home, at 
about hair-past 
seven o'clock, carrying with him a leather satchel 
in which were $2,000 m greenbacks and several en- 
dorsed checks ror various amounts. When he had 
reached a dark point of Kevins street, about 100 feet 
Irom his residence, he was assaulted rrom behind by 
two ruffians and knocked senseless to the sidewalk. 
His satchel which contained the money was seized 
and the two ruffians jumped Into a butcner's cart. 
which was in waiting, and from which they were 
observed to aught a moment before by a citizen, and 
drove rapidly away with their booty. The gentleman 
who witnessed the occurrence gave the alarm, and 
hastened to the assistance of the prostrate gentle- 
man, who was severely injured about the head. 
Pursuit on foot was useless, and the rognes were 
soon out of sight. One or the robbers is tall in 
stature, and wore a black suit of clotnes and dark 
hat; the other, who is a short man, was also dressed 
in black. There was a third party, who remained 
in tlie cart 
and 
officiated 
as driver. The 
horse attached to the butcher's vehicle was a 
dark bay. The wagon was painted in dark colors. 
Mr. Sweeny was undoubtedly -spotted" while leav 
ing his oiUce with tlie money, and was rollowed by 
the rogues until they reached tlie sequestered soot 
where the robbery was commuted. Toe police or 
the various precincts were noticed or the affair from 
the Central Ofllce, and every effort is bemg made to 
eireet the arrest ot tne ruthans.

It is known that a number or tne 
leading members of both nouses of Congress arc in- 
terested In the speedy consummation or the acqui- 
sition or the Bay of Samana, and It is not antici- 
pated that aw delay will spring iroin this quarter. 


Admiral Porter was befoi e tiic House Committee on 


Commerce to-day in relation to a more liberal legis- 
lative policy towaras the extension of American 
commercial enterprise. The committee were ninch 
Interested in the information communicated by the 
Admiral. 
He urged 
the grautinc of liberal 


subsidies, staling that 
s'3,000,000, for instance, 


expended per annum, though it would be a loss of 
that amount to the Treasury, would be worm more 
than $20,000,000 a year to tiie country. In regard to 
tne mails the Admiral said that he thought they 
could be carried clioaper as now arranged. The 
committee were considerably alarmed when in- 
formed that the present steam vessels running into 
New YorK in event of war would form, if armed, a 
formidable naval power utramst us, and he sug 
gested tnat some timely action should be taken in 
order to prevent any contingency that might lead to 
these vessels, now engaged in the peaceful pursuits 
or commerce, being used against us. The commit- 
tee seemed to be alive to this new feature in our 
present commercial status and evinced a determi- 
nation to adopt a moi e liberal policy. There is now 
& better prospect than ever of having our merchant 
marine put on a better footing.

For a long time the necessity of a foothold in the 
Antilles was deemed necessary. The growing im- 
portance of tbe tinted States, commercially and 
politically, Its territorial gtowth and its mcieasmg 
population are all arguments in favor ot the posses- 
«lon of American territory in that quarter. As eaily 
as the year 18"> Lieutenant (now vice Admiral 
David D. Porter was sent 011 an expedition to 
Dominica. This was under the administration o 
President 1'olk; but it is well known that the 
•abject of territorial acquisition had been for a loner 
time previous a prominent consideration In the 
minds or many American statesmen. 
The lieu 


tenant, under the direction ol Mr. Bancroft, then 
Secretary ol tne Navy, made an extended tour o 
toe island and obtained a vast fund ot information 
regarding tae political condition, manners of tti« 
people and resources of lUe country. 
The picture 


whlcb he, drew or the island was most nattering and 
went to prove that In tbe hands of an energetic and 
enterprising nation like the United States the grea 
natural resources of tlie country could be developed 
and made to yield vast wealth.

From 
the Tact or our having at length planted the United 
States flag In Dominica and having taken formal 
possession or the Bay of Saniaua, a sketch or the 
Dominican republic will prove or much interest at 
the present time. 


THE REPITBLIC OP ST. DOMINGO. 


The Dominican republic, the eastern portion or the 


is'and or Hayti, comprises nearly three-fifths of the 
island. Its name is derived from the ancient Span- 
ish appellation of the Island—San Domintro. 
Its 


area is estimated at!7,soo square miles. Its popula- 
tion is about 150,000, of whom one-tenth claim to be 
whites; the rest are of African descent, or of mixed 
African and European. Tbe Dominican republic 
was the first American State which made the abso- 
lute equality of all races berore the law a. funda- 
mental portion of its constitutional existence— 
a noteworthy fact 
The boundary between 


It and the Eaytien republic is an irregular 
line drawn from the mouth of the river Massacre, 
on tlxe north coast of the island, to the river Anses- 
a-Pitre, orPedcrnales, on the south coast. The inte- 
rior of the republic consists of mountain ranges, 
rising to an elevation of 6,000 to 8,000 feet, and cov- 
ered with magnificent tropical forests. From the 
base of these mountains large plains, watered by nu- 
merous streams, stretch toward the coast, of these 
plains tne Vega Keal (Royal plain) and those or the 
Jayua, the Azna and the Xeyoe, are the most 
densely populated. Among the rivers, most ol 
which bear 
the 
character 
or mountain tor- 


rents, 
ttie 
Great Yaqul, 
emptying into the 


Bay or Monte chrlsto; the Yurna, whose em- 
bouchure is in the Bay or Samana; the Hlguey, the 
Oa-boon, Soco, Socarls, Bruj«i«los, O/:oma, Jayna, 
Nisao, Bam and 2*eybo deserve to bo mentioned. 
The harbor ol St. Domingo city is one or tlie best; 
next, to it tne Bav or bauianu oilers an excellent 
roadstead, or the leaser islands on the coast belong- 
ing to the republic Uoata aud Saoua are the most 
considerable, 'ihe climate, though tropical, is less 
unwholesome than e'bewhere m the West Indies. 
Tlie boll is exceedingly fertile, but the mdiibtry of 
tlie inhabitants Is nor equal to the immense resources 
ol tlie country. 
<»old, silver and iron aoouud in 


tlie mountains, but no mines are worked. Cattle 
raising 111 the level country ana ebony cutting m the 
mountainous regions are the principal occupations 
ot tne people, agriculture being mainly coatmed to 
the raisins of tbe manioc root, which is useu as a 
substitute for grain. 


TWENTY-THKICE YEABS AOO. 
Lieutenant Porter, writing irom Port an Prince in 
the year 1S46, gives the lollontng account of his 
travels through tue country and his intercourse 
Wltu the people:— 
lu many of the provinces through which I have 
passed the couutry may oe said to be almost m the 
same slate as it was when Columbus llrst discovered 
tlie island, and iu these places the population cannot 
be said to be much superior in intellect to the un- 
polibhed Indians wlio were the first possessors 01 the 
son, although they have many of tue same ti aits or 
character by^wluch those unhappy people were dis- 
tinguished and that are so much to be admired. 
The remembrance of some places throngn which I 
nave travelled appears to me like a beautitul dream, 
and no one who has not seen can form the bliglitest 
idea or what nature can oe, arrayed in all her beauty 
ol huls and dales, rocks aud waieifalls and 
mountains pned up one unon another lu such beau- 
titul and lantastic shapes tnat tne mind is completely 
bewildered b» the majesty of scenery It could never 
have dreamed of. With all this Providence has 
bestowed every blessing (except harmony aud peace) 
that a nation could nope for. The wishes and desires 
or tlie lazj and inert bpauiard are gratified m eveo - 
thing without the trouble or working, ror tue tree 
supplies lain witn every article of rood, clothing aud 
bedding, and even to the smallest land or 
utensil 
reouired m housekeeping, and this is 
cue or tue~ unlortunate causes or tne little 
advancement, 
lor 
the enervating 
Innueuces 
ot 
tne 
climate 
induces 
them to 
look 
to 
nature alone for support. For those who have the 
ambition to labor ihe soil is overflowing with wealth, 
the Hillsides are mil of tne richest minerals, and they 
have only to gather in tne guts which nature has 
placed at their disposal. There Is scarcely a spot 
over which 1 nave passed—excepting about 200 miles 
along the seashore on the south side—wnere the 
most fastidious would not be happy to rest himself 
lorever, with fun security that he could never be 
without the necessaries and could always have at 
hand the conuorts or life. 1C all seems like u hind 
or poetry and nowers and more flt tor tUe abode ol 
the guileless people first found there than 01 the 
avaricious race wno worked them to death in 
pursuit of the wealth, winch the Indians alone 
despiasd. 


SPANISH TTKAWiY. 
I have travelled over most of the eround where 
these poor wretcnes were forced to toil and carry 
loads upon their heads, through roads which the 
imagination cannot form an idea of, and it la won- 
deriul, with the riches ot the sou staring tnem in 
tne lace, that the Spaniard could have been led away 
by such illusory nrojccts; but as tne Hiihugo of 
aucient times was so is the Spaniard of the present 
day. He will talk to you of tlie gold, silver and 
copper mines, toil with you to the top.of. the steepest 
hill, and bring down heavy loads or wliat may event- 
ually prove to be nothing but common earth; but 
lor a hoe or a picugh they nave an aversion not to 
be descilbed, aud tne natives who do not live m 
claes pass away their time sleeping under the shady 
brandies or tneir magnmcent trees or at tne foot of 
some ot tne beautlmi waterfalls by wmch nature is 
aaonied (but which do not add to the comiort of 
travelling), as tlie roads frequently rung along then- 
sides. 


MORALS OP THE PEOPLE. 


With all this want of energy there is, however, 
little or no vice—crime, tnere is actually none. The 
law is scarcely ever put in force, except against 
some military onencier, and the civil authorities 
have scarcely any chance of testing with the mili- 
tary which 01 the two have jurisdiction, though, it is 
universally conceded tnat the civil authorities have 
not much to say m matters relating to the breach of 
the peace, criminal cases, ic. it cannot be denied 
that a military power rules, though by then: consti- 
tution me government is essentially civil, onij one 
clause gives the President ("durluir the present or 
any state of war") power to pass decrees, ana 
makes htm responsible to no one. 
Everything, 
however, is conducted with tranquillity and the 
people are penectly satisfied, and m their love lor 
the chief magistrate lose atght of the power which 
can curtail tuelr liberties ut any time. Theyoliey 
tue edicts with, an alacrity 1 have never witnessed, 
aud witu a cheerfulness not to be met witu clten, 
though it Is frequently with the lois ot all their little 
property. 


HISTORY OF THE DOMINICA* REPUBLIC. 
The present Dominican republic was a Spanish 


colony until 1795, wnen. by the treaty of Basle, the 
whole Island was united under French rule, wnen, 
alter terrible struggles, the colored population of tne 
island bad become independent of France, the 
tyranny of Dessalines drove tbe Dominicans back 
into the arms of Spam, vrliicn thus regained pos- 
uesalon of its former colony In 1803. 


INDKFKSDKNCE AND FIRST 1'IIKSIDEST. 


The next year the Dominicans declared their Inde- 


pendence, abolished Hlavery and remained In an unset- 
tied state until 1822, when the whole island was united 
under a republican form of government, and uoyer, 
tno President of Hayu, was chosen President for 
life. But m 1844, ibe negrofa o( Unju haying suc- 


ceeded In elevating General Riviere to the Presi- 
dency, the Dominicans, encouraged by the friendly 
assurances of the French Consul General Moges.' 
again formed a separate government (February 27) 
under the anspices or tec "liberator" Pedro Santana, 
who defeated Eiviere near Santiago (April 9), thus 
securing the independence of nls country. Kecosr- 
nized by France, a treaty or friendship and com- 
merce with whicn Power was concluded October 22, 
1S48, and by Great Britain (treatv or amity, com- 
merce and navigation concluded in Mav, 1850), the 
Dominican republic upheld her independence suc- 
cessfully against repeated efforts of Soulouqae, tbe 
ruler of HayO. 


EAOTAKA ANI> JIMEKB3. 
The Presidential term of Santana having ended in 


1849 Jimenes was elected Ms successor. Though of 
Caucasian blood the latter secretly conspired witu 
Sonlonque. who invaded the territory of the republic 
at the head of 20,000 men and defeated the Domini- 
cans in some skirmishes near Azna and Las Matas. 
In this extremity Santana was recalled by the pea- 
pie. He dispersed the Haytien army April 22. near 
Savana Nomero, so completely that the war for the 
time being was at an end. Jimenes sought a refuge 
with Sonlonqne. who made him one or his dukes, 
while Santana resigned nls Dictatorship in, favor of 
the newly elected constitutional President, 
BrjENAVENTCTBA BAEZ ASP SANTA^A'S RE-EEECTIOV. 
In 1850 Sonlonque once more invaded the country 
unsuccessfully. Baez having, during the latter part 
of his administration, favored tne policy of the cleri- 
cal party, was rejected by the people in 1S53 and 
Sanrana re-elected president He compelled the 
Archbishop to swear allegiance to the constitution, 
and endeavored to fres himself from French in- 
fluence. His sympathies with the United States in- 
duced him to enter into negotiations with a secret 
diplomatic agent or President Pierce, General Cai- 
neau, tne newly appointed Minister to St. DonainEO, 
and to negotiate with Mm a treaty (October 
5, 
1S54-), 
the 
secret stipulations 
of 
which 
provided, it 
is 
believed, for 
the 
cession 
to tlie United States of the Bay of Samana. 
But this treaty was never ratified. It is probable 
tnat the failure of Santana to obtain this recog- 
nition facilitated the efforts of the French and Bntlsn 
agents to render Mm unpopular and once more ele- 
vate Baez, now the recosrnized leader of the clerical 
•party, to the Presidency (February, 1857). But the 
triumph, of Baez was short lived. Dissatisfaction 
with his rule spread so rapidly that Santana was 
enabled to head a revolutionary movement (Septem- 
ber. 1S57), which eventually led to the expulsion of 
Baez (1S58) and the restoration or the liberal rnie. 
In consequence of tne downfall or Sonlonqne in 
Hayti (January, 1859), Santana offered his hearty 
congratulations to President Geffrard. and it was 
generally expected that a close alliance would asaln 
be established between the two repnnilcs. This did 
not. however, result In the consolidation of the two 
republics, for they have ever remained distinct gov- 
ernments, 


SANTANA'S TKEASON. 
The rale of Santana, beginning iniSSS, was neither 
long nor prosperous. He betrayed the republic soon 
alter netting into power, and endeavored to transfer 
It hacfc to the dominion of the mother country. Two 
or three years wcru «uuv>ioyoA in.-MAC ecmoocfcmn and 
maturing of this treason, when Spain invaded the 
island with a formidable force, but found tne Do- 
minicans united to oppose the invaders. The war, 
which begun in 1SG1, continued with varying suc- 
cess, characterized by several severe engagetaents 
and the almost total desolation of the republic, lor 
two years, when it was ended by the defeat and 
withdrawal or the Spanish troops. The expulsion 
of the Spaniards was followed by many dissen- 
sions among the Dominicans, and the present gov- 
ernment has beeu rounded in much tribulation and 
dissatisfaction. Santana, after his treason, went to 
Spain ana died there in disgrace. The war with 
Spain lert General Josfi Antonio Salcedo President 
of tlie republic; but he, appearing too anxious to 
make a treaty with Spain, the Dominicans got sus- 
picious ol him, and on October 10,1864 a midnight 
caucus of ministers and a few citizens or Santiago 
deposed him and apnointed the Vice Prebident, 
Ulvsses F. Espaiilet, to succeed him. The people so 
far recognized this action as to demand by a popu- 
lar mannestation the resignation or Salcedo; but re- 
pudiated EXpalllet for General Caspar Polanco, who 
was made Piesldcnt, and who immediately assumed 
tlut dignity. It was not long, however, before Pol- 
anco was repudiated. 
ltAEZ'3 ELEVATION TO THE PRESIDENCY A SECOND 


TIME. 


A national convention, called bv him. met on the 


27th or February. 1865, and elected a legal govern- 
ment, composed of General Pedro A. Pimentelas 
Pieasdent: General BenlzonoF.de Rosas. Vice Presi- 
dent; P. «. Martinez, Secretary or War; General Jose 
Del C. Reinoso, Secretary of the Interior; General 
Vicente Moral, Secretary of the Judiciary Depart- 
ment, and Generals Teodore and S. Henekin, Minis- 
ters of Finance aud Commerce. This government 
lasted but a few months. On August 4,1665, a popu- 
lar manifestation ot the citizens of Santiago re- 
sulted 
in the repudiation 
of 
Plmentel and 
his 
compatriots in 
favor 
of 
General 
Jose- 
Maria Cabral, 
who 
was 
named 
Protector 
of the republic, and 
who at 
once became, 
but for a short time only, Dictator, He m tuin was 
deposed before the country became fairly settled. 
General Pedro Guillermo on November 16 entered 
the Constitutional Assembly, deposed Cabral, pro- 
claimed universal sufTrase to be hencerorth a part 
and parcel or tbe constitution of the republic, and 
immediately announced himself acting President 
until a regularly elected l"resident could be chosen. 
General Baez, who had been living in exile m 
France, was then on his way to St. Domingo to give 
in his adherence to the new government of Cabral, 
and bad arrived at tbe Island of Curacca. The 
Constitutional 
Assembly 
immediately 
elected 
him President and a 
deputation 
was de- 
spatched to Curacoa to Invite his acceptance, 
lie did so, and repairing to St. Domingo city, 
found the whole country, with the exception of 
Porto Plate, bad given in its adherence to his 
rnie. The rebellion in Porto Plate, headed bySai- 
nave, who had been an unsuccessful rebel in the 
sister republic of Hayti, was soon suppressed. 
Cabral, Serrano, Pimental and the other principal 
wen of St. Domingo have given in tbeir support to 
his government, and with tbe recognition lately 
vouchsafed him by the United States it may be con- 
ceded tnat his future official course will meet wttn 
every encouragement. 


GOVERNMENT, KELIOION, &C. 
Politically the republic is divided into five pro- 
vinces, viz.:—Azua do Compostello, St. Douimgo, 
Santa Cruz del Seybe, Concepcion de la Vega, 
Santiago de los Caballeros. 
These are also the 
names of tne provincial capitals, of which Santiago 
de los Caballeros Is, next to the city of St. 
Domingo, the most important. 
The Inhabitants 
are Roman Catholics, An arcbbtsbop resides at 
tbe city or St. Domingo. The seal of State repre- 
sents a cross supporting an open Bible, surrounded 
by arms and the motto Z>ios, fairia, y Lideria.1. 
The language of the people is Spanish. The consti- 
tution, use that ot most Spanish-American repu o- 
lics, is modelled after Tnat of tbe United Stales. U 
provides lor a president, to be elected for tha term 
of fonr years, a senate or five and a nonse of rep- 
resentatives oratteen members. Tne municipalities 
into which the provinces are sub-divided are organ- 
ized on the basis of self-government. Tbe condi- 
tions upon whictt foreigners may be naturalized are 
very liberal, and no distinction is arawn la favor 
6t colored persons, free farms, farming ntensila 
and provisions for sis months are offered to seuiers. 
The commerce of tbe country is as ret limited, owing 
partly to tbe deranged state of tbe circulation and 
exchanges. Tbo exports from this republic into the 
United States, during tbe fiscal year ending June SO, 
1853, amounted to $109,370, and the imports from 
the United States to $112,427, Tne coins are gourdes 
(piastres, dollars), half gourdes, gourdiug (quarters), 
escallns (eighths) and naif escalins (sixteenths), 


TBS HrLITJJtY FORCE. 
Ths military force of the republic la nominally 
S.ooo men. This memoes the militia, which is liabia 
to be called Into active tervice whenever occasion 
demands. Tbe effective force does not in reality 
exceed 6,000 men, and not more than naif of that 
number are regularly on the rolU for rations and 
duty. Tha marine consists of tbe coast guard 
ichooners and af«w launches. 


BEVEMIB3. 
It is seated on good authority that tbe revenues 


from the two principal custom nonses—those of 
Su Domingo and Puerto Plata—would be more 
than sufficient to cover tbe modest expenses ot cbis 
unpretending government were not tba anti- 
American «ympathios of tbe surronndmx islands- 
ail of tbetn European colonies—constantly torment- 
ing difficulties tnat lead to extra outlays, and these 
intrlguea more than else have forced President 
Baez to borrow monor m England. 


SAMANA BAT. 


Some month* ago General Baocoolt, of tho Presl- 


dem>» uiaff. and senator cole, ol (Jauftrula, were 


sent by the United States government on a 
secret mission to St. Domingo, tae object and 
resnlE 
of wbtcft 
nave not 
yet 
been 
offici- 
ally annotmcea. but will doubtless 
be laid 
before Congress at 
an early date. 
Sufficient 
information, however, has leased ont to maSeit 
certain tbat the peninsula and bay of Samana, on 
tne nortceast corner of the Island of Hayti, and now 
a portion of the Dominican republic, has been ac- 
quired, and, the Senate of the United states approv- 
ing, will shortly be ceded to tbe Union. Farther 
than this, we have semi-official evidence that the 
annexation of the entire republic of St. Domingo 
was a mooted question between tbe commissioners 
sent by onr government and the Dominican govern- 
ment; for In a letter to the London rimes by Mr. 
Edward H. Hartmount. the Consul General of St. 
Domingo, in Great Britain, written for tbe purpose 
of correcting some blunders or an American corres- 
pondent of that ionrnal. he retnarKs that he has 
"good reason to believe" that the negotiations which 
were 
held in 
the 
city 
of 
St. 
Domingo 
"bad tae annexation 
of tne whole republic 
to the United States, and not only the purchase of 
.Samana, in new." 
This intelligence was of suffi- 
cient Importance to induce the London Times to 
comment npon it on the day alter its appearance in 
a leading article, in which it remarked tbat in tbe 
event of the cession ot tbe entire Dominican repub- 
lic to the United States "it requires no girt of pro- 
phecy to discern tbat tne old French portion ol the 
island, now tnowa as Hayti, would soon fall to the 
same lot, so that tbe successive reports about the 
Bay or Samana, the republic of St. Domingo and 
the Island of Hayti may ail be regarded as 
more or less true:" and it viewed the prospect 
of snch an annexation as "favorable to all con- 
cerned, and full of 
promise to the world at 
large;" ana it concluded by stating that m tne 
acquisition -the Americans stand to lose but little 
and to gain a great deal. If half what is told or the 
resources of tbe is land be true it ought soon to 
become a new emporium or trade, and m such ere 
ations no people can be more deeply interested than 
we ourselves." The British j'ournalist is, no doubt, 
wise m his generation. He sees plainly that if Ame- 
ricans once get a foothold on what he justly terms 
one of the fairest portions of the earth, and wbicb it 
•would be a matter or nnqualifled satisfaction to nave 
redeemed irom desolation and waste, tbey will soon 
step firmly in tbe march of civilization, until Ameri- 
can energy and American industry shall effect the 
redemption so much desired and place this physi- 
cally favored island once more in the list of prodnc- 
Inff lands, and make it once more a prominent con- 
tributor te the commerce of tbe world, 
FIRST NEGOTIATIONS FOR THK CESSION OF SAMANA. 
Samana, kowever. Is no new love of the American 
government, ror not less than fifteen years ago. when 
Franfelia Pierce was President and Wm. L. Marcy 
was secretary of State, an energetic effort was made 
to obtain its bay and peninsula. In June, 1854, al- 
most directly after be hau returned from surveying 
tne Western section of the proposed Northern Pa- 
ciac Railroad, m Washington Territory. General 
(then Captain) George B. McCiellan was entrusted by 
our government with a mission tbat demanded much 
discretion and a considerable knowleane of naval 
ana military requirements. This important duty 
woa tlxs andertikmg ot & secret expedition to the 
West inaiea WUAI tne- object or selecting a con- 
venient harbor and a suitable coaling station 
lor 
the vessels of 
tne 
United States navy 
cruising in the neighborhood of those islands and 
nassmg into tno Gulf of Mexico. He sailed m the 
United States frigate Columbia, flrst to St. Donimgo 
and theu to other is.ands in tne vicinity, and return- 
ed home in September witb a vast amount of infor- 
mation of considerable importance, and wlttt a 
Iar?e number of maps and stetciies of tbe places 
visited. Tlie result of Captain McClellan'8 inquiries 
was the selection for ibe proposed station and har- 
bor of tbe bay and peninsula or Samana, tbe ad- 
vantages of wliicb were saf forth in two reports- 
one on the harbor and its defences and the 
other descriptive or tbe 
island—but 
neither 


of 
wbicb bave been given 
to 
the public, 
doubtless owing to the secret nature of tne 
expedition. Negotiations were at once opened with 
the government of SE. Domingo and every endeavor 
made to obtain tbe ccasion or the bay and peninsula 
to the United States, but withont terminating in the 
desired acquisition, owing, it was supposed at tbe 
time, to tbe jealousy of the European Powers and 
their inuuence upon the Dominican government. Ir 
we are to take tne remarks of the London Tunes as 
any guidance to tbe action of the Powers of Europe 
at tbe present day, we may anticipate a more lavor- 
able issue to tbe present negotiations, in Tact, the 
government of St. Domingo bave now agreed, wbile 
before tbey refused, to cede the desired territory, 
whlun is one step in advance of tbe orev ions nego- 
tiations, but an attempt may yet be made to prevent 
tbe ratification of the treaty by that republic, should 
it pass tne ordeal of the United States Senate. 


TE11MS OF THIS CONTKACT. 


Tbe provisions or tae contract for tbe leasing of 
tbe Bay or Samiiiiu to the United States are, so far 
as at present Known, to be as follows:—The lease is 
to run for a term or iirty years, and the United 
States to pay to tue Dominican government the 
annual rental of £150.000 in gold. Tbe first year's 
rent lias been paid down. In addition to tbe annual 
rent, Piesidcnt Baei, it is said, is to receive the sum 
of $50,000 annually. To say the least ol it this reads 
somewhat strange and requires some explauatlon- 
Apart from tbe money supplied by tbe United States, 
SSO.OOO worth of arms and munitions of war bave 
been placed at tne disposal of the republic or St. 
Domingo. This amount, however, is to be deducted 
from future appropriations. Such, in brier, are the 
reported terms upon wnicb the United States has 
acquired tbis magnificent harbor, which 
has 
beeu pronounced bv Admiral Porter as "ihe finest 
naval station in the world-'' It is not a little 
remarKable that the transier of the Bay of Sainana 
was made on tae anniversary or the first landing or 
Commons, which tooK place on tbe 6th day of De- 
cember, 1492. Three hundred and ssventy-seven 
years nave passed over since tbe famous Genoese 
made the discovery of the 
rruitiul island of 
Hispaniola, anu where for caatnries waved tbe proud 
flag of Spain, the banner ot a cation then unknown 
now floats In triumph. 


TEE GKOHRAPaT OP SAMANA. 
The peninsula (which forms one side of the Bay of 
Samana) is thirty-two miles long and eleven miles! 
across at its greatest breadth, it comprises an area 
of about £» square miles. But what is now a penin- 
sula was formerly an islana, there having been at 
Ha western end a water communication which is 
now silted up, but might us easily reopened. The 
soil Is extremely fertile, its surface to a great ex- 
tent being covered witb timber suitable for ship 
buildinsr and for cabinet wore, its mineral produc- 
tions comprise iron, copper, gold m small quantities, 
and bituminous coaL The loftiest part of the penin- 
sula is a peafc, called Sugar Loaf bill, 1,936 feet high, 
while anotner eminence, La Montana del Diablo, is 
1,300 feet above tne level of the sea. The population 
m 1851 was 1,721. The bay, wnicb is bounded on I ha 
north by tne peninsula aud on tbe south and west 
by the mainland, is about thirty-three miles long and 
eight broad. The \iina, the largest river m the 
country, flows into it at its western end. The harbor 
is considered to be one of the finest in tne world, and 
its position, both in a naval and military point or 
view, is of tbe highest importance. 


ADMIKA.!. PORTER'S Ol'MION OP SA5IANA. 
As the geographical position or Samaua Bay is of 
vast importance to tbe United States, in case it 
snoulrt be placed at tbe disposition or such a Power 
as France, I deem it worthy or a passing nonce. 
Situated close to tbe highway or all vessels coming 
from Europe (tbe Moua passage) and or most or 
the vessels from the United suites bound to the 
West Indies, tbe Power that owned it could com- 
mand tbe commerce of any nation with whom tbey 
were at war. It contains within itself all the requi- 
sites for shipbuilding—the finest Umber, iron, uoal 
and copper—and, no donbt, a good geological sur- 
vey would develop resources in minerals yet nn- 
tbougbt of. The bay and harbor is tbe bcit in tbe 
wbole West Indies, and Is capable, 1 am toid, of con- 
taining the combined fleets of Enrope and rendering 
them nerfectiy secure against tbe most destructive 
tempests. Very great numbers of whales find reluge 
there In tbe large bay, where they increase and mul- 
tiply because not pursued, tbe government having 
prohibited ail vesiels from taking whales in those 
waters. One American alone has been allowed to 
fish there, and tbe government, I tbmk, could be 
Induced to extend tbe permission to Other citizens 
of the United States, irailiatraoaaioldmeby the 
natives mat promise must be of incalculable valae 
ID every respect, Wnen toe French party were de- 
feated in tneir attempts to cade away Samana that 
government pat in a claim against tbe Dominicans, 
insisting "that they were bound to pay half the 
amount guaranteed to France wnen snc recognized 
the Independence of Haiti;" but tbis was contested 
in a proper spirit, nnd since then tne French have 
never urged it; but it i» supposed tbat tbey atlll

ENGLISH AND MSNCH OPINIONS OP SAMANA. 
It is somewhat remarkable tbat shortly before 
General McCiellan selected Samana as a suitable 
naval station Sir B. Scbomburgt, who was tben 
British Consul at St. Domingo, bad forwarded to his 
government a communication descriptive of tbe 
same spot, and pointing out ifs importance as a 
place fo'r tbe erection of an arsenal and naval depot. 
In this paper which was communicated by tbe 
British Foreign Office to tbe Koyal Geograplcal So- 
ciety of London, and was published la its Journal 
for 1853, Sir R. SchomburgK concludes mtU these 
remarks:— 


I have purposely dwelt long and la detail apon this narrow 
strip of lano, called the Peninsula, of Samana, and npon its 
adjacent magnificent bay. In its geographical position its 
greatest importance is centred. The fertile soil is fit for the 
cultivation of all tropical productions, its spociona bays and 
anchoring places offer shelter to the naries of the world, an d 
its creeSs arZord facilities for the erection of arsenals and 
docks, whfle the adjacent forests yield the requisite woods 
for naval architecture. Still its cheif advantages does not 
consist in these advantages alone, but in Its geographical 
position, formins, as it does, one of the principal keys to the 
Igtjmras of Central America and to tbe adjacent Gulr of 
SleTico. 
M. Lepelletier de Saint Eeray gays-—"Samana Is ono 01 
taose maritime positions not often met with In a sur- 
vey of the world. Samana Is to the Gult of Mexico 
what Mayotte a to the Indian Ocean. It Is no', only the 
military (rat also the commercial key of ihe Gulf; but the 
latter !s of infinitely greater importance under the pacific 
tendencies of European politics." Tha Bay of Samana being 
S 


'aced to the wfnaward of Jamaica, Cuba and the Gnlr of 
eiico, and lying, moreover, abont dne nortneast of the 
great isthmus which now so powenntly attracts the attention 
of the world, the French author, just quoted, may well call 
it "te teic dMponf to the highway !rom the Atlantic to the 
Pacific. 


These English and French opinions are important, 
Inasmuch, as they deflne the value wnicb practical 
and far-seeme men place upon our new acquisition, 
a value whicn must be very much enhanced when 
tbe Isthmus of Darlen 13 pierced and opens a chan- 
nel for the commerce of the world from the Carib- 
bean Sea to the Pacific Ocean, which will become 
the highway from Eurooe and the Atlantic States to 
Australia, and the Pacific coast of South America. 


INCIDENTS IN THE HISTORY OF SA1L1NA. 
Historically speatmg, Saniana 13 a place of no little 
Interest. It was visited by- Columbus on his first 
voydge of discovery, toward the close of the fifteenth 
century, and 200 years later it became, from Its 
defensive position, the rendezvous of a band of buc- 
caneers. We will narrate both these incidents, as 
the arst shows tne antiquity of its discovery, while 
tbe second proves i s great natural advantages as a 
naval depot, while both may be useful to JMr. Suinner 
to introduce Into his address 10 the Senate when tbe 
ratification of the purchase cornea before that body. 


Wnen Columbus was returning to Spain, alter nis 
nrst discovery ot the Kew World, he passed, on the 
12th or January, 1483, a hign and beautiful headland, 
to which he gave tbe name orCaco del Enamorado, or 
tne Lover's Cape (at present called CuDeCabrom; 
and further eastward observed another wnicb lie 
named Cabo ban Feramo (at present known as cape 
Samana), the most eastern point of tae peninsula or 
the same name; and doubling this headland he saw 
berore him a nne gulf or such an extent that he sup- 
posed. It to be an arm or tue scj. separating Hispani- 
ola from some otner land. Heie ba anchored, and 
navmg sent his boats ashore, they round the natives 
quiu; amcrcnt from trie mild and pauiuc people tbe 
Spaniards had hitherto met in tue New World. Tbey 
were of a terocious aspect and were painted hide- 
oubly in various colors. Some or them carried war 
clubs, while otners were armed with bows or more 
than a man's length, and with arrows pointed with 
hard wood or with bone, one of the natives bav- 
ins ventured to visit the ship, Columbus supposed 
him to be of tbe Canb tribe, and resolved to 
act cautiously. He regaled his visitor, and then 
sent him ashore, when, upon tbe boat apnroacmug 
tbe land, upwards of fifty armed natives rushed 
towards it irom an ambusn, but were, however, ap- 
peased by the native In tbe boat. The boat's crew 
havms then lauded, they endeavored to bargain 
with tne savages for some of their weapons, when, 
from some unexplained cause, mistrust arose, 
whereupon tue natives seized their bows and clubs 
and provided themselves with cords, as if with the 
intent to capture tne Spaniards. Tbe latter. In self- 
defence, attached the natives, wounding two or 
them and putting the rest to flight "This," says 
'NVashineton Irving, in his "Lire and Voyages ol' 
Columbus," "was the first contest with the Indians 
and the Qrst time that uauve blood was shed by 
white men in the New World." 
Alas 1 how 
many streams might bave been filled, ere the cen- 
tury closed, witn the blood or the unfortunate 
natives that lell victims to Spanish cruelty. This 
"unpleasantness" was a causa of great grler to 
Columbus, but be eventually succeeded in re-estab- 
lishing a good understanding, when the Cacique 
wbo governed over this people, whom Columbus 
called Ciguayens, visited the Admiral's ship, where 
his frame ana bold manner won him many admirers. 
This Caciouea' nauie was Cayacoa and not Mayo- 
bonex, as Irving supposed It to be. After his death 
bis widow became a Christian, and was baptized 
under the name or Donna Inez Cayacoa. TUe 
natives called tbe land Samana, and Columbus 
christened tbe bay De les Flechas. m consequence of 
tbe skirmish. Alter remaining four days tbe Span- 
lards sailed upon their noine>vard voyage to Portu- 
gal, which tney reached In little more than six 
weeSs. 
Reefs, Islets and rocss form natural defences to 
the entrance ot tbe bay of Samana, and are so situ- 
ated that, if properly fortlliea, any hostile vessel 
tnat attempted to enter might be placed under a de- 
structive cross lire. The favorable situation of some 
of these islets or cays for preventing tbe approach 
of aa enemy was signally proved at tbe close ot tbe 
seventeenth century, by tbat noted jKnglisb pirate, 
JacE Banister, who, with his bold buccaneers, at 
that time infested tbe neighbornood. lie had mst 
arrived at Samana, accompanied by another vessel 
commanded by a Frenchman namea Lajarde, when 
tbe commanders of two English mgates, hearing 
that Banister was anhored tberc. prepared to enter 
tbe bay. "ibe 
pirate 
immediately caused 
tue 
guns 01 his vessel to be placed 
asnore 
upon une of tbe cays, and defended tbe entrance 
witb his own crew and that of the wencb 
vessel, consisting of 203 men, so effectively that 
more than lio of tbe assailants were killed and the 
frigates forced to retire. Banister's own ship was, 
however, disabled during the engagement, and, the 
smaller French vessel only remaining for embarKa- 
tion, a general rush was made towaras it and a 
large number of the pirates were drowned in cneir 
endeavors to get on boara. IE was m consequence 
of this engagement that the name of Banister's cays 
was given to the islets.

Ic is ths belief ot many well inrormen persons tnat 
the annexation or the wbole island is only a brier 
distance off. Were ths wishes or tbe people of St. 
Domingo tborougniy canvassed there is little doubt 
that tne universal desire would be found in favor of 
annexation to tnis country. The numerous disturb- 
ances, the quarrelsome propensities of rival chief- 
tarns, the gradual decay and neglect of commercial 
and agncnlcoral pursuits, would all pass away by 
such an arrangement, and peace and tne results or 
peace would supply their place. Tbe people, too, 
understand this.

this is really the case. Before tne retirement of 
Secretary Seward from tbe State Department be re- 
ceived a proposition from President Baez for tbe 
establishment of an American protectorate over tbe 
island, or at least that portion of it of which Baez 
was President. Mr. Seward regarded tbe propose 
tion favora&iy, and tbe assurances of President Baez 
tbat tbe Dominican people were anxious for such an 
undertaking contributed lit no small degree 10 In- 
crease his fervor. Tae matter was finally brought 
berore tae House Committee on .Foreign Affairs,

Wood in all tha benefits to be derived Jrom tne re- 
ceivership. 


Mr. Wood intends to advertise and sell the whols 


of the lottery prooerty at public auction, Including 
that In the pretended sale by Hon. John Morrissey 
on Friday last. After this sale he says he •'trill 
•wash his hands of the entire lottery business." 


The trial of John pickey for the murJer of hu 


wife, Mary Ann Dick-cy, was continued Monday 
evening In the Bergen county Court of Oyer ana 
Terminer, at Hackensack, N. J., Judge Boale pre- 
siding. The testimony adduced durlnz tne night 
session and that of yesteraay closed the case in tba 
matter of evidence, wuen counsel began their argu- 
ment, occupying the entire afternoon. The court 
room was again crowded and- the same Interest was 
evinced as when the prisoner was arraigned. Tha 
rollowing ia the testimony: — 


NIGHT SESSION". 


Sheriff John 1. Van Blarcorn testified that ha 


received DlcKey's pistol, with four barrels stilt 
loaded and two discharged, from officer vfestervelt; 
caps were in ulace on it; could see the balls by look- 
ing down the muzzles; did not wish to carry tha 
weapon loaded, and so fired off the remain- 
ing 
charges;

he also obtained

above officer (produced in court and identified); ob- 
tained clothes belonging to Celguhun, the murdered 
man, 
at same time the weapons were given him. 


pPwo shirts, ofiheavy material, marked with dark, 
bloody patches, cat from CoKiuhun's body at tua 
time of the Coroner's inquest at Bombay Uuok, wera 
also produced ana identified.) 


In the Sheriffs cross-examination he tostiSod to 


having seen a slnngshot belore, though not maae aa 
the one shown; lie did not think it was a flsh-uet 
sinker, If it was it was a very peculiar one. 


CONSTABLE JOHN F. E. WE5IEKVEL1 KECALLED- 
constable Westerrelt testified that he grot tha 


slun^shot from, a chest in prisoner's bedroom ten 
days or thereabouts after the inquest; In the chest 
were papers and a demijohn of liquor, but na 
clothing; conld state positively that the shirts shown 
in court were the same cut from Colqnlmn's boay, 
by tne stains of -blood ana the peculiar cutting they 
received when taken off. 


COXSTABLE JOHN r. JOHNSON'S EvmnvcE. 


Constable John p. Johnson testified that be waa 


an officer, living in Cluster, Bergen connty; that ha 
summoned the Coroner's jurf at Combay Hook to 
hold inquests on the bodies or Colin Colquhnn ana 
Mrs. 
Mary Ann Dickey; saw Colquhun's body lying 


on the floor in the south room; was on his right side, 
with his legs drawn up; noticed his clothes in every 
particular; bis dress was not at all disarranged; 
iloouey and Qulgley (previous witnesses) came to 
him tne morning after the murdeis autl apprised 
him of the slate of airalrs at Dickey's home; Sirs. 
Dickey was not dead wuen witness got there. 


KiKGAKET JANS DICKS!" RECALLED. 
The priboner'a daughter was again recalled by the 
prosecution and tesrmeil that sue Had sesu the 
smagsnot then la court befoie, as long back as a 
ytvr; had seen it in her father's trunk m lus bed- 
room; aid not KUOW where it cume from; had also 
seen it m his coat pocket along with the pistol pre- 
viously shown and identified by her; tuat wat, two 
weeks previous to the shooting ailray on the morn- 
ing of November 2. 


In her cross-examination she saUl— Father went n 
fishing sometimes with a. nee at the factory dock 
(net described by witness aa beiuu square, with two 
half hoops at either end) ; did not kuow whether ho 
ever used a sinker on it like the smngshot m ques- 
tion; he used to have something oil it to sink it; 
Tattler's trunk in His bedroom w as generally locked; 
saw the slungshot in it one day ,vueu mother ana 
nelf were house cleaning; saw it when It was taken 
out by Justice Purdon. 


Here the prosecution rested, after recalling 
roundsman Austin, who testified to unlocking tne 
tnmic and procuring the pistol after the muraers; 
with ^resenting the following exhibits: — The clothing 
or Airs. Mary Ann Jjickev and Colin Colquhun, tha 
pistol and slungahoi. tne diagrams selected by l)r. 
Crary, or Closter, by winch he endeavored to show 
rhe nature or the wounds InQiutod upon the deceased 
persona, and two aiajtrama or the arrangement ol 
the rooms in DicKey's liouge. 
The defence then without any openimr argument 
proceeded to call tueir witnesses as louows: _ 


WILLIAM hELLY'a EVIDENCE. 
William Kelly, "a man or all jotia," lestiQeil that 
lie Had known Air. aud Mrs. Dickev about lour venra- 
taat uis (Kelly's) House was above" theirs, a distance' 
"worsie tnau two miles when the tide was down 
aua about twenty-five miles when it was up;" Dickey 
came to hm house about six o'clock on tho moraine 
of Tuesday, November 2, and wanted witness to eo 
for a doctor; went back with him ia a boat aa tar 
as his house; got out aud went into the room whera 
the shooting had taken place; saw tne dead man 
Colquhun lymc on the floor; Dickey's wire was also 
there with her "three children, and a big Kewround- 
land dog under the table;" .Mrs. Dickey was lyluit 
on some bed clothes; 
she aid not speak to 
witness, 
but lie did 
to her; took her by 
the hand, sh? 
moanlug 
heavily 
all 
tha 
time: put his 
hand 
on 
the dead 
mau'a 
cueek and saia to prisjner, who was present, "He 
isdeaa;""0h. yes, he Is," responded Dickey; the pris- 
oner told his wile tnat "he waa going to ionisers to 
give hlmseir up," when she said, "Johnnv It's my 
rault;" Dickey had his nandkerchler iu his hand 
and he began to cry; he theu as ouce said "You wit- 
ness that, it's the nrst time I ever got anythln" out 
or her;" did not really know what they were talking 
about; Dickey did not have hold or her hana- his 
daughter Margaret had then gone UD stairs in tha 
north house lor money ror him; wheu she returned 
he asked -'Haasheno more than forty?" saw her 
go and come back with something, but cannot say 
whether it was money she nauUed him or not but 
supposed it wa,-,; Dickey aua witness theu went to 
Yonkars, but could uot obtain a doctor at the time, 
as two whom ne (Kelly) called upon were unable to 
go with him because or anticipated proiessional 
duties; Dr. Poolev alterivarda went over and sent 
him back witha uottic to getailed; vvLen lie returned 
Mrs. juickey was dead.

came m aiterwards, stepping over the dead man. 
Colquhnn; Dictey showed him a demijohn or liquor 
as soon as he came in. ana each of them had a drink, 
tne dead man ana dying woman within a few reel 
ol them; at tue time of Uriusins Dickey saia, -We 
were at this (liquor) all night;" he also said he was 
very tired walking so far after him that moraine; 
Mrs. Dickey old not iay any thing then; when Dickey 
did speak to ber she was very weak, moaainu all 
the time, but she aid not say --it's all your fault;" he 
tliougut he understood her too well for that. 


THIS was the substance 01 the scene in the dismal 
kennel a lew hours after the commission of ilia 
crimes, so lar as understood by this witness, who 
mumbled and inuttereu much tuat was irrelevant 
and contradictory. 


YESTERDAY'S SESSION". 
Judge Bedle, wlio was compelled to proceed to 
Patcrson in the morning, returned at two o'clock. 
wuen the inai waa proceeded with, the derance call- 
inc upon Constable We^tervelt to measure in differ- 
ent iioriionsof the court spaces or twehe reet six 
inches, fourteen feet sis inches and three feet, which 
was done with an ordinary two-foot rale, when too 
defence announced that they rested on their side. 


The prosecution then calleu the rollovnoz wit- 
ness:— 


JAinW KAIN'S EVIDENCE. 
James Kaln testified that he lived about 100 feet 


from the house where tue shooting occurred: went 
there with tue prisoner; Mr. Dicicey asked me to 
question Ins wife now tho thing happened; she cook 
me. by the hand, and shaking Tier hand, gala. 
-Dicker was a bad man; tbat she wished to be killed 
outright, as she was iiiru of heaven, and tnat slio 
was m great saflenng;" Dickey saw he would give 
himself up. and not run away, bat notify lioss 
McSeill; tnat there would ba bail required, aud the 
next tmng he would have to do would be to eet a 
divorce; left him there the first time that r went out - 
she was then lying out in the room. 
In the cross-examination or this witness he testi- 


fied that when he went in witu Dickey the latter 
told him to "ask her how the tlunir napuen&u " 
Mrs Dickey did not reply to this. 


The prosecution also rested here and the case 
was closed on both sides at< twenty minutes to tnrea 
o'clock. 


District Attorney Ackerson then arose and said 
that inasmuch as the case had occupied so much 
time the prosecution would waive the right to open 
in tne.matter of Bumming np; but the detence held 
that they expected the prosecution to proceed aa 
usual, which was done. 


Up to five o'clock District Attornev AciSerson had 
addressed the jury on the part or the State, and A. 
D. Campbell and P. A. Youugnlooa for the prisoner. 
ihe theory ol tne dcience, so far as then developea, 
seems to tend towards the insinuations of an adul- 
terous nature on the part of the murdered woman 
with Conn Colquhun, and that the prisoner took 
her life because or it. The greatest laatudo'lfl given 
ttte counsel on either side by the Court, as It is a 
case that required thorough gifting, which It has re- 
ceived.
